Establishment of the council 
was recommended to the Presi- 
dent by his Science Advisory 
Committee as part of a broad 
program to strengthen United 
States science and assure Amer- 
ican technological supremacy, |

review of the nation’s scien- 
tific program prompted by the 
launching of the Soviet satel-| 
lites last year, was spelled out | 
in a 12,000-word report entitled 
“strengthening American Sci- 
ence.”

WASHINGTON, Dec (AP) 
~The Senate Internal Securi- 
ty subcommittee today urged 
a federal grand jury investiga- 
tion of James R. Hoffa's plan 
for an alliance of transport in- 
dustry labor unions. 

In an official report to its 
parent Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, the subcommittee 
charged that a combine of rack- 
eteers and Communists would 
run such an alliance. “It is a 
definite menace to our nation- 
al security both economically 
and militarily,” the document 
said. 

The report suggested such 
an alliance might violate exist- 
ing anti-trust or anti-subver- | 
sive laws. It added that Con- 
gress should consider enacting 
new laws if existing statutes 
are not broad enough to block 
the plan. 

Hoffa, president of the 
Teamsters Union, originally 
announced a plan to weld into 
a confederation labor unions 
representing workers in all 
transport fields—land, sea and 
air. 

Some Unions Not Interested. 

Railway and aviation indus- 
try unions showed no interest 
in the move, but the National 
Maritime Union and the east 
and west coast longshoremen's 
unions gave it an enthusiastic 
reception. 

The Maritime Union report- 
edly has cooled off somewhat 
under prodding from the AFL- 
CIO, which expelled the Team- 
sters as a corruptly dominated 
union, 

ine Internal Security sub- 
committee said an alliance of 


the Teamsters, National Mari- 
time Union, the East Coast 
International longshoremen's 
Association and West Coast 
International Longshoreman's 
and Warehousemen’s Union 
would be “brazenly and dan-

The subcommittee urged the 
Defense Department to study 
the report and recommend leg- 
islation to cope with the pro- 
posed alliance “with a view to 
the invocation of all pertinent 
security measures it is author- 
ized to use.” 

The ILA was expelled from 
the old AFL on grounds it had 
corrupt ties with the under- 
world. The CIO ousted the 


-ILWU in 1950, charging it was 


dedicated more ‘to Communism 
than to labor unionism. 

The subcommittee report 
quoted a 14-year-old finding by 
the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities that the 
NMU was then one in which 
“Communist leadership is 
strongly entrenched.” 

The Senate group said all 
four unions have histories of 
violence. To let them form an 
alliance, it continued, would 
be to permit a monopoly that 
could hurt in time of war and 
damage the nation’s econom) 
in peacetime. 

The report recalled that the 
Maritime Union's publication, 
the NMU Pilot, reported last 


July 3 that this union and the 


Teamsters and ILA had signed 
a transportation unity pact. It 
said exact terms of the agree- 
ment have been kept secret 
since then. 
‘Security Is Involved.’ 

Chairman James O. Eastland

CRIMINAL CODE 


‘MOSCOW, Dec. 27 (AP)— 


The new Soviet criminal code , 
predicting what 
' day would be like, but the five- 


includes some provisions bring- 
ing it closer to Western justice 
but retains and even sharpens 
some laws long on the statute 
books. 

This emerged 
analysis of the 
by the Supreme Soviet (Parlia- 
ment) Thursday and published 
in full for the first time yes- 
terday. 

Some here regard as a West- 
ern trend omission from the 
new laws of any specific men- 
tion of punishment for relatives 
who fail to denounce traitorous 
kinsmen to authorities. The 
old code provided that such 
relatives might be deported to 
distant parts of Siberia for five 
years. 

he Supreme Soviet ignored 
Buggestions by some Soviet 
Jawyers for a provision basic 
in Western law—that a person 
fs innocent until proved guilty. 
This idea was denounced in de- 
bate as “bourgeois legal 
theory.” : 

Proof Is Up to Prosecution. 

Supreme Court President 
Alexander Gorkin was quoted 
Thursday as telling Parliament 
the new code placed the bur- 
den of proof on the prosecution 
instead of the defendant. 

Actually, the code phrases it 
this way: “Neither the court 
prosecutor nor the person con- 
dueting the inquest has the 
right to shift the burden of 
proof on the accused.” 

The code forbids obtaining 
evidence “by force, threats and 
ather unlawful means.” 

Tha new code does not men- 
tion the old theory advanced 
hy the late Andrei Vishinsky— 
who won fame as a prosecutor 
in purge trials—that a confes- 
sion is sufficient proof of guilt. 

The code permits defense 
counsel for, a defendant from 
the day the accused is informed 
the preliminary investigation 
against him is completed 

Provisions Being Retained. 

The Soviet penal code re- 
tains such features as: 

The making of war propa- 
ganda is a crime. 

The possession of literature 
calling for overthrow of the 
Soviet regime “is an especially 
dangerous state crime.”

eslie Parnas, winner of the 
prize in Paris last year, re- 
turned as principal cellist of 
the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra yesterday with his first 
European concert tour com- 
pleted. 

Although he was not ex- 
pected to rejoin the orchestra 
until the first of the year, the 
26-vear-old native St. Louisan 
was eager to be back with the 
group. He returned here 
Christmas eve and rehearsed 
yesterday with the orchestra 
for the first time this season 
for the all-Ischaikowski con- 
cert last night and this after- 
noon, 

“It is a tough grind getting 
a solo career going, but the 
tour was encouraging,” the 
cellist said. The six-month 
series of concerts was part of 
the Pablo Casals prize. 

Parnas, who was well re- 
ceived by audiences and crit- 
ics in France, Germany, Swit- 
zeriand, Austria, Italy and 
Spain, has been offered an- 
other European tour next sea- 
son and is scheduled to make 
recordings in Paris in the 
spring. 

In the recently completed 
tour, he played at the Parades 
Festival in France in honor 
of Casals. In Spain he ap- 
peared in quarters with Cas- 
als, who heard him practice on 
many occasions. At one time 
Casals remarked, “You de- 
served to win the award.” 

Parnas was reluctant to talk 
about himself in an interview, 
but said that one of the out- 


standing things about his Eu- 


ropean concerts was that 
“people were so nice.” When 
he returned to France after 
traveling to the other Euro- 
pean countries, he gave a 
series of 20 concerts and ru- 
merous parlor recitals. 

Parnas studied at Communi- 
ty Music School here before 
going to Curtis Institute of 
Music in Philadelphia at the 
age of 16. In auditions in New 
York in May 1957, the Violon- 
cello Society chose him as the 
outstanding cellist in America 
and awarded him the trip to 
Paris for the Pablo Casals com- 
petition. 


Parnas comes from a musical 
family. His father, Ely Parnas, 
6960 Waterman boulevard, 
University City, is a clarinetist. 
His mother is a pianist and a 
brother, Richard, 
violinist with the National Sym- 
phony in Washington, D.C. 

Another brother, Air Force 
Lt Spencer Parnas, is an elec- 
trical engineer, who is sta- 
tioned in Japan.

Part of the Government’s over-all expansion plan 
is providing Haitians with better and inexpensive 
housing. There are now veritable little “workers’ 
cities” in and around the Capital and in some of the 
provinces, Port-au-Princians, especially, enjoy neat and 
attractive homes at low rentals; there are also fine 
— child-care centers, and beautiful community 

eaters. 


EDUCATION 


Until a few years ago less than one-fifth of Haiti’s 
school-age children between 7 and 14 attended school, 
Eighty per cent of the adult population was illiterate. 
In the past two decades facilities have been vastly im- 
proved, so. that now there are more than 1,100 primary 
schools with over 90,000 pupils in regular attendance. 
Secondary schools account for about 10,000 more pupils, 
while at Port-au-Prince University branches of licker 
learning include courses in Law, Medicine, Dentistry, 
Practical Sciences, Agriculture. and Ethnology.

Within this framework, the 
construction segment of the 
real estate industry is expect- 
ed to either maintain the 1958 
level of housing starts—around 
1,160,000—or inerease it by 10 
per cent.” 

In addition to these new 
homes that will be coming on 
the market in 1959, Mr. Alt 
declared that there may be 
more than the usual number of 
good quality existing homes 
available for purchase in the 
coming year.

“Almost 70 per cent of the 
homes purchased each year are 
existing dwellings—a fact that 
indicates the importance of old- 
er houses in the market,” he 
pointed out. “This figure may 
be even greater this year be- 
cause we know that people are 
continuing to seek homes that 
are better suited to their needs 
and pocketbooks than those 
they now own.” 

Psychology Changing. 

Home mortgage credit —an 
essential element in the pur- 
chase plans of the average fam- 
ily—will continue to be ade- 
quate in 1959 unless the com- 
petitive demand for loan funds 
intensifies beyond current lev- 
els, the Realtors’ executive in- 
dicated. 

Alt said that he considers as 
the most basic factor in the 
brisk real estate market he 
foresees for the 1959 “the re- 
turn of the buying psychology” 
with respect to homes. 

In this connection he cited 
the recent findings of the re- 
spected survey of consumer in- 
tentions by the University of 
Michigan survey research .cen- 
ter which showed a “marked 
growth in consumer optimism 
and confidence.” It , indicated 
also that most people feel that 
this is a good time to buy 
houses. 

Alt asserted that St. Louis 
residents will find that they 
have -increased professional 
help at their disposal in 1959 
house-hunting. 

“Our board goes into the 
new year with a membership 
of 669 Realtors,” he said. “This 
is a gain over Jan. 1, 1958. It 
means that there are additional 
real estate brokers who have 
been found worthy of the 
Realtor designation on the 
basis of experience, competence 
and willingness to abide by the 
NAREB code of ethics.”

1959 ‘Best 


Year to Buy 


A Home’ 


CHICAGO — “One economic 
forecast that can be made for 
1959 with as much assurance 
of being right as almost any 
other is the prediction that 
next year will be one of the 
best in this generation for buy- 
ing a home. The various fac- 
tors which will influence it 
will be in better balance and, 
individually, more attractive 
than in many years,” Walter 
C. Nelson, president, Mortgage 
Bankers Association of Ameri- 
ca and president, Eberhardt 
Company, Minneapolis, said in 
a year-end forecast. 

“Since a home is the most 
important investment most 
persons ever make, the avail- 
ability of financing, the attrac- 
tive terms, the product build- 
ers have to offer, all combine 
to present appealing home- 
buying opportunities in 1959,” 
he said 

Money Available. 

Based upon Association re- 
search, about $20 billion will 
go for new homes of all kinds 
in 1959 and it may well prove 
to be the record year in total 
construction expenditures of 
all kinds. 

Total home starts will be in 
the neighborhood of 1,200,000, 
higher than the anticipated 
final total for 1958, with single- 
family starts about on a par 
with this year but apartment 
construction showing a sharp 
upturn, probably accounting 
for as many as 200,000 units. 

The money to finance what 
is shaping up as an excellent 
year in construction will be 
readily available, Nelson said. 
The funds to finance the mort- 
gage lending industry—largest 
user of new capital in the 
country — after repayments,

Extended by the lawmakers 
in 1954, Title I comes up for 
renewal again next year. It is 
administered by the Federal 
Housing Administration whose 
top officials have favored per- 
manent status for the program 
for many years. 

They feel such action would 
give the program even stronger 
footing without impairing Con- 
gress’ ability to alter or drop 
it in the future. 

Draws a Line. 

Under the program, FHA in- 
ures home improvement loans 
to $3500 and with a maxi- 
e years. Loans 
of $600 or less must be repaid 
within three years. The top 
charge the lender may make 
is a five per cent discount. He 
must pay FHA an insurance 
premium of one-half of one 
per cent, which he is not al- 
lowed to pass on to the bor- 
rower. There are no closing 
costs or title search fees, as is 
the case in mortgage borrow- 
ing. 
More than 13,000 banks, sav- 
ings and loan associations and 
other lending institutions are 
approved Title I lenders. They 
now have outstanding some 
500,000 Title I loans totaling 
about $1,250,000,000. 

Although FHA is fairly broad 
minded about purposes which 
qualify a loan for Title I insur- 
ance—the criterion is whether 
the “improvement” will add to 
the livability of the house— 
the agency draws the line at 
such frills as patios, barbecue 
pits, fire alarm systems, dog 
kennels and swimming pools. 

Acceptable are loans to fi- 
nance painting (inside or ex- 
terior), enlargement, renova- 
tion, wiring, plastering, decora- 
tion, weatherproofing and kin- 
dred work. 

Do-It-Yourself. 

Besides backing loans to pay 
contractors or painters or 
plumbers, Title I also embraces 
direct loans to do-it-yourself 
types who need cash to buy 
materials or tools and equip- 
ment. 

Over the years the size of 
the average Title I loan has 
risen along with prices, in- 
comes and the legal ceiling on 
the loans. In the 1930’s the 
average loan was perhaps $300- 
$350. In 1957 it was $781, al- 
though half of all Title I loans 
that year were for $537 or less. 

In 1957 more Title I loans 
— 19 per cent—were for insu- 
lation of houses than for any 
other type improvement. Next 
was additions and alterations, 
accounting for 18 per cent of 
all loans but 28 per cent of all 
loan proceeds. 

Intended primarily to help 
home owners, the Title I pro- 
gram includes a “precautionary 
measures” list—a roster of 
firms found by Title I home 
owners and FHA to have ren- 
dered less than satisfactory 
service. A loan to anyone on 
the list, copies of which are 
sent to all Title I lenders, is 
not eligible for FHA insur- 
ance. 

Title I Loans Are Unsecured. 

In the words of the head 
man, Assistant FHA Commis- 
sioner Roy F. Cooke, they are 
“confidence loans.” The FHA 
“has confidence the lender will 
do business on a sound basis,” 
Cooke explained.’ “The lender 
in turn must have confidence 
in the dealer—the contractor, 
plasterer, painter or whatever 
—or he will not approve him. 
This chain of procedure makes 
it about as foolproof as you 
can make it.” 

Cooke also noted that Title I 

loans are cheaper than other 
home improvement loans. Last 
July, he said, Title I. loans 
across the nation carried an 
average charge of 4.96 per 
cent, compared to a rate of 
6.03 per cent on similar, non- 
FHA loans. 
Although a Title I loan, like 
other short-term consumer 
credit, is generally paid off 
monthly, special payment 
schedules are possible for 
farmers and other borrowers 
with marked seasonal changes 
in income.

MacArthur Span Free Again.

ROWING public demands are being made for removal of tolls from 
G highway bridges across the Mississippi River at St. Louis, to eliminate 
the costly barriers which have hampered the free flow of travel and 
commerce between the east and west sides of the metropolitan area since 


1932. 


The St. Louis area presently is served by seven Mississippi River bridges 
handling vehicular traffic. The only toll-free span is the Clark bridge at 
Alton jointly maintained by the Missouri and Illinois highway departments. 
The Clark bridge, 20 miles north of downtown St. Louis, carries only a frac- 
tion of the east-west traffic interchange so essential to the economic well- 
being of communities on both sides of the river. 


This year, more than 31,000,000 vehicles 
will pay $6,000,000 in tolls for the privi- 
lege of crossing the six other highway 
bridges in this area. These tolls have been 
criticized by civic and business leaders 
as a costly charge on local and interstate 
commerce. 

About 80 per cent of the crossings are 
made by automobiles carrying wage-earn- 
ers on round trips from their homes to 
their jobs, and shoppers, tourists and 
other visitors to the area. Trucks, busses 
and other commercial vehicles account for 
about 20 per cent of the crossings and 
about 40 per cent of the toll payments. 


Ownership Complications. 


Persons seeking prompt solution of the 
St. Louis toll bridge problem are finding 
no easy answers. 
all bridge charges is complicated by the 
fact that each of the six spans now col- 
lecting tolls is being operated under sep- 
arate ownership. 

The quickest and most promising start 
could be made with the elimination of 
vehicular tolls on MacArthur Bridge,

In a test 
case that year, the Missouri Supreme 
Court ruled the city had authority to 
charge for use of the vehicular deck. 


The shortage in municipal operating 
funds, which compelled the city to con- 
tinue the tolls in 1947, still exists today. 
Since 1947, St. Louis has made a profit 
of $850,000 to $1,000,000 annually off of 
the bridge, and the money has been used 
to help pay for general municipal opera- 
tions. 

The city government expects an operat- 
ing deficit of about $1,500,000 at the 
end of the current fiscal year. Because 
or this, Mayor Raymond R. Tucker has 
said the city cannot afford to forego this 
source of revenue. 

However, the city administration will 
ask the Missouri Legislature, which con- 
venes in Jefferson City on Jan. 7, to re- 
move the rate ceiling on the St. Louis 
earnings tax so that the levy can be in- 
creased. The present tax of one-half of 
1 per cent now brings in about $10,000,- 
000 a year. 

If the Legislature removes the tax ceil- 
ing from the state enabling act, the city 
will be able to submit to St. Louis voters 
a charter amendment authorizing the 
Board of Aldermen to increase the levy up 
to 1 per cent. Legislative enactment of 
the city’s bill, coupled with the voters’ 
approval of the charter amendment, would 
allow the Board of Aldermen to put the 
city’s finances on a sound basis and 
eliminate MacArthur Bridge tolls.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27. 
HREE times in the year now ending 
T tv cycle of challenge, repulse and 
standoff has been repeated—Lebanon, 
the China offshore islands and Berlin, 
this is the familiar staple of the cold war. 
As in the past, the partisans of John 
Foster Dulles are saying that we have a 
Secretary of State who can stand firm. 
Dulles has proved once more, so say those 
still faithful, that he will not let the 
United States be pushed around. 


This, it is scarcely necessary to add, is 
a tragic confusion of the meaning of | 
events. Merely to stay in place, to stand 
firm, in the deadly race with Communism 
is to lose by default. While expending so 
much effort staying in place, the West 
has séen Communism advance in decisive 
areas of conflict. 

In refusing to “back down,” Secretary 
Dulles, in the view of his loyal followers, 
has rejected the defeatist counsel of those 
who would “appease” the Communists, 
but the truth is that, in the face of a 
crisis, with the prestige and position of 
the West at stake, no one is for “backing 
down.” Even the Communists can hardly 
be naive enough to believe that the United 
States will “back down” when confronted 
with a threat of force. 

But it is in the failures and the eva- 
sions leading up to the crisis—that one 
more brink—which seem to an increasing 
number of Dulles’s critics to be the per- 
haps fatal flaw in American foreign policy- 
Far from strengthening the West, each 
brink produces new strains and stresses. 


This obviously is the objective of the 


vile ly 


Communists who may gamble for a big | 
back-down but are quite willing to take 
lesser gains. Nineteen fifty-eight has 
shown this in full measure. 

Before the tests came there was, how- 
ever, a curious and now almost forgotten 
interlude in which Dulles emerged—or 
so he felt at the time—on solid ground. 
The Russians last spring seized on the 
American practice of sending SAC bomb- 
ers equipped with hydrogen bombs over 
the Arctic in response to radar warnings. 
This, says Moscow with full propaganda 
thunder, was a terrible threat to the 
peace. 

With the resourcefulness in give-and- | 
take he so often shows, Dulles challenged 
the Soviets before the United Nations to | 
accept mutual inspection in the Arctic. 
They said no, as they will always say no_ 
to any massive inspection system imposed | 
at one bound. At the NATO ministers’ | 
conference in Copenhagen in May which | 
followed, Dulles was confident he had 
demonstrated once and for all the futility | 
of any negotiation with Moscow. In pri- | 
vate to his colleagues, he expressed some- | 
thing like a sense of triumph that he had | 
put an end to the nonsense about “talking | 
with the Russians.” | 

But the three brinks that followed have 
dimmed, if indeed they have not erased, 
that brief triumph. While the marines 
kept Lebanon from collapse, the neutral- 
ists have now taken over and the rebels 
are in power. The Eisenhower Doctrine 
which was to have been a bulwark in the 
Middle East is defunct. Major sources of 
oil for Western Europe are more gravely 
threatened than ever before. 

At the time of the showdown over 
Quemoy and Matsu, Dulles argued con- 
vincingly that the weaknesses in almost 
every nation in southeast Asia made it

stand firm, the whole house of cards 
would collapse. That was a persuasive 
once the crisis had been 
reached, and the United States did stand 
firm.

Speaking to the Council of Churches in 
Cleveland, Dulles sounded what was al- 
most a note of despair—where was the 
American dynamic, why had we failed to 
come up with a purposefulness to match 
the Communists? But a month later in 


San Francisco he returned to the comfort- | 


able thesis that if only the West holds 


| firm, Communism will wither away. 


The dynamic, the drive, cannot come 
from spontaneous combustion. It can only 
come from leadership at the top. That 
was true in 1958 and it will be equally 
true in 1959. 


One of the major events of 1958 was 
the crisis in France. The threat of mili- 
tary dictatorship was very real until Gen. 
Charles De Gaulle emerged as the cham- 
pion of a new and stronger democratic 
France. He has just been elected Presi- 
dent of the Fifth Republic and, while the 
problems he faces are still formidable, the 
continuing war in Algeria being foremost 
among them, there is at least a chance 
that the greatly strengthened government 
under De Gaulle can solve them. 


From the viewpoint of American policy 


| it can be said that the Marshall Plan made | 


it possible for De Gaulle to rescue repub- 
lican government from the mess into 
which it had fallen. 
_with an infusion of many billions of dol- 
lars into Europe's war-stricken economy, 
brought about rapid recovery, Both in 
Italy and in France it blocked the Com- 
munist objective of a takeover by default. 


This is to oversimplify the complicated 
| events that followed the introduction of 
the Marshall Plan in 1948, but it is quite 
clear that France’s astonishing recovery 
_to perhaps the highest rate of production 
in Europe could not have occurred with- 
/out massive American help. If France in 
the spring had been in the midst of an 
economic as well as a political crisis, with 
widespread unemployment, then almost 
certainly there would have been a violent 
clash between left and right, possibly even 
civil war, with dictatorship the end result. 


| For 1959 and after, there is a similarity 
'in the situation in Asia. The focus is on 
_India and the test is whether that country 
with its 400,000,000 people can develop its

_ tive self-government, Such a development 
is vital for the West as a counter to Com-

Mr. Sloane, remem- 
bered by many readers for his books on cov- 
ered bridges and other fading memorials of 
the American yesterday, has produced a fas- 
cinating new volume entitled, “The Seasons 
of the American Past.” of which he is, as in 
the case of his other books, artist as well as 
author.

Foreign Policy Revolution Reversed 


Has Nation Turned Its Back on Principles That Brought Its Prestige to Peak? 


John Kenneth Galbraith,

The failure of our foreign policy 
is related to a deep and fundamenta! 
revolution in our domestic affairs 
which. for various reasons, we have 
sought to check and even reverse as 
it reached the water's edge. 

In the decades of the "306 and ‘40s, 
e great and, indeed, revolutionary 
change occurred in our domestic po- 
litical and economic iife. Ite nature 


is now well un- 

derstood. Where- 

as the balance of 

The Mirror political power 
of had previously 


been centered, ex- 
plicitly or implic- 
itly, on the com- 
munity of wealth 
and business suc- 
ress, it now shifted to farmers, urban 
workers and, more generally, to the 
less privileged and the less we!l)-to- 
do. With this movement across the 
political spectrum came a large in- 
erease in public responsibility for 
social welfare and social *ell-being. 

The years of this domestic revolu- 
tion we have come also to regard as 
the golden age of American foreign 
policy. And this is no matter of 
mere nostalgia. In the "30s and '40s 
our mora! standing in the world was 
at an all-time high. The President 
of the United States was a revered 
figure nearly the world around. The 
term “anti-American” had not even 
been invented. 

The ultimate reason for this suc- 
cess is clear. It was not the unique 
personality of Roosevelt, although 
that was not unimportant. It was not 
the unique wisdom of the Demo- 
cratic party. Indeed, the eventual 
decline probably began under the 
Democrats. 


With Masses Not Classes 


The reason for the success was 
that the foreign policy in these years 
mirrored the domestic revolution. 
Foreign policy also became identi- 
fied with masses and not classes. It 
came to reflect a concern for peo- 
ple in general, not a privileged few. 

This was evident in the earliest 
days of our domestic revolution—in 
the prompt encouragement that was 
given to the overthrow of Machado 
in Cuba, in the flat notice to the 
London economic conference that we 
placed recovery ahead of the official 
cliches of the financial oligarchies, 
and in the beginning of foreign loans 
for worthy, as distinct from profit- 
able, purposes. However, the policy

came closest to maturity in the war 
years with the full and nearly. un- 
precedented acceptance of civilian 
well-being as a public responsibility 
in the countries of both friend and 
foe. UNRRA and the Marshall Plan 
carried forward this pattern 

But we must notice that this revo- 
lution in foreign policy was an amMor- 
phous thing. It was possible for this 
revolution to be reversed without 
the country being at ail clear as to 
what had occurred. We did not see 
that our domestic policy and our 
foreign policy are cut from the same 
piece. But there were other causes. 

To a considerable extent the retro- 
gression was a casualty of bipartisan- 
ship. Foreign policy was deemed to

require the support of those who had 
either disliked or vigorously opposed 
the domestic revolution. So anything 
in foreign policy that smacked of 
the welfare goals and popular objec- 
tives of the domestic revolution had 
to be excised. Support for military 
aid had to be purchased from those 
who thought that economic aid was a 
dangerous invention of the New Deal. 

An American may be compassion- 
ate at home and survive. But abroad 
he: must be a cold-visaged practi- 
tioner of Realpolitik. 

Now for a word on what the 
reversal, more precisely the re-re- 
versal, of this policy requires. We 
must abandon the notion that poli- 
tics and political attitudes stop at 
the water's edge, for, in fact, a de- 
cision to do so is a decision to do 
nothing of the kind. Rather it is a 
decision te carry beyond our borders 
the lowest denominator of political 
conservatism, for this happens to be 
the common denominator of political 
agreement on foreign affairs. De-

welcomed. It is far better to do the 
right thing as the result of debate 
than the wrong thing as a manifesta- 
tion of nationa! unity. 

This does not mean a massive in- 
terference in the affairs of other 
countries. But it does mean that our 
position on political tyranny or erco- 
nomic exploitation must be equally 
clear, whether it is in the United 
States or Latin America. And. it 
might be added, nonintervention 
does not justify an evenhanded pol- 
icy of distributing aid to tyrants. 

On the positive side. the policy 
means an increased and reinvigor- 
ated use of those instr ments of for- 
eign policy which are intimately re- 
lated to popular aspiration. Of these 
the most important, of course, is 
economic aid and support to eco- 
nomic development. This must not 
be subordinate to, or the hand- 
maiden of, the trivia. of day-to-day 
negotiation. If our commitment is 
bogus and expedient, other countries 
will realize it quite as well as we. 

A policy that is based on popular 
aspirations goes well beyond pecu- 
niary aid. Internal reform, the dis- 
establishment of feudal institutions 
and privileged claims on income, is 
more often than we like to think a 
prerequisite for economic advance. 


Brazil Wants Its Oil 


Finally, we must be sympathetic 
to idiosyncrasies and peculiarities of 
popular aspiration. We have enjoyed 
ours, and other countries are en- 
titled to theirs. To nothing is Brazil, 
for example, more firmly committed 
by popular opinion than the deter- 
mination to develop its oil resources 
under public auspices. One cannot 
be sure that this is the most effici- 
ent course. But there could be no 
more dubious example of the archaic 
diplomacy than to tell the Brazilian 
government that our support is con- 
Ungent upon exploitation of these 
resources by private enterprise. 

Had we interpreted Brazil's aspi- 
rations in terms of our own policies, 
which led to the development of the 
Tennessee River Valley—our re- 
sources and atomic energy are all 
under government auspices — we 
would scarcely have made such a 
mistake. 

I do not have great hopes that 
those who are now committed to the 
archaic attitudes will suddenly see 
the light. I would hope, however, 
that our foreign policy would soon 
become the subject of the same kind 
of social and political debate that 
focused the conflicting ‘attitudes to- 
ward the New and Fair deals. 

The alternative, as I have noted, 
is agreement on an ungenerous and 
arid conservatism. We will stand be- 
fore the world as a rich country 
seeking only to protect our own. We 
will display understanding neither 
of our own révolution nor any other. 
We will have done more than any 
other country to show that popular 
aspirations can be realized here, but 
we shall show ourselves supremely 
indifferent to the hopes of others to 
realize theirs. 

I doubt that we will then have 
much confidence in the world, In- 
deed, I would not suppose that we 
would deserve very much.

BOOKS JOINING fart 
and fiction often prove to be 
neither fish nor fowl. Leon 
Uris's “Exodus” leaves the 
realm of fact at times, yet 
never fully scecupies the 
promised land of fiction 


‘Exodus” cut* across two 
or three generations of Ew-. 
pean Jewish history. It aoc- 
uments atrocities practiced 
against the Jews in pogrom 
and concentration cam p. 
Later it considers the se- 
quence of political and mii- 
itary events which led to the 
ballot - and - bullet fight for 
Israeli. The ebb and flow of 
the Sinai Campaign can he 
easily followed on maps 
which accompeny the text 


The story itself concerns 
pioneer Jewish efforts ta 
establish and keep alive a 
Jewish homeland. Uris gath- 
ers his characters from far 
points of the earth and as- 
sembies them mid-story in 
Palestine led by 
Ari Ben-Canaan.

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New Art Show to Travel Abroad 


City Art Museum Assembles Paintings for Year's Tour 


By GEORGE McCUR 


FARLY NEXT AUTUMN, an ex- 
hibition of some 100 paintings by 30 
American artists will open in Italy. 
From there, it will circulate in Europe 
for about a year. 


This exhibition is being assembled in 
St. Louis, at the City Art Museum, and 
great hopes are being placed on it. The 
display will be the most comprehensive 
American art show to be organized for 
extended tour abroad, in our on-again- 
off-again post-war efforts at cultural 
exchange. It is a project of the United 
States Information Agency. 


In New York, other cultural activities 
being prepared for foreign audiences 
are the San Francisco Ballet, which 
leaves Jan, 13 for the Near East; the 
Westminster Choir, departing Jan. 17 
for Africa, and the Little Orchestra 
Society, which will be off for the Far 
Fast on Feb. 23. 

These and other manifestations of re 
newed appreciation of the arts as a 
universal language are all backed by 
funds from the President's Interna- 
tional Program for Cultural Presenta- 
tion. If they are allowed to go their 
way without interference, they will 
carry with them the possibilities of 
bringing people together in a way that 
can be done by no other means. It is 
too bad that the obvious success of so 
many faltering steps in this direction 
has been so long in impressing itself 
on us, but there is still hope. 

THE ART EXHIBITION will 
cover work done in the last 25 years by 
the artists represented. They were 
selected by the Museum’s director, 
Charles Nagel, and William N. Eisen- 
drath Jr., the assistant director. Its 
catalogue was written by Eisendrath 
who will travel with the show as its 
courier, The catalogue will be trans- 
lated into the language of each country 
visited. Eisendrath will travel with the 
show as its courier. At the same time, 
he will serve as courier for a com- 


panion exhibition of American sculp- 
ture that will be circulated by the Yale 
University Gallery.

Several considerations guided this 
choice, but chiefly it was intended to 
offer outstanding examples of recent 
painting in this country by artists who 
“have made a new, bold and independ- 
ent contribution not only to American, 
but also to world painting.” 


“THE SELECTION of only 30 
American painters was based on the 
theory that a smaller number of artists 
with a multiple representation of each 
would allow for not only an historical 
and stylistic show of each artist's pro- 
gression over the 25 years, but, in'a 
sense, also the development of Ameri- 
can painting through the major part of 
three decades,” Eisendrath wrote. 


“We see Guston as a pupil of cubism 
in 1941; as a leader of the abstract- 
expressionist school in 1957. Sheeler is 
a photographic realist in 1932; a kind 
of abstractionist in 1954. Most of the 
work of these artists becomes more 
selective, more abstract and more per- 
sonally expressive as the 25 years 
go on.” 

Living artists in the group range 
from 36 to more than 70 years of age. 
Shahn and Rothko were born in Russia, 
Weber in Poland, Gorky in Turkish 
Armenia, Levine is the American-born 
son of Lithuanian parents, and Guston 
was born in Canada of Russian parents. 
DeKooning was born in Rotterdam; 
Marsh in Paris, of American parents. 
The others are Ameérican-born, most of 
them from the east coast. Two are 
women; Jacob Lawrence is a Negro. 

There can bée arguments with any- 
hody’s choice of a “representative” ex- 
hibition, but this would seem to with- 
stand reasonable challenge. There are 


two or three St. Louis painters whose 
stature is steadily growing, and who 
might well be strong contenders for 
inclusion in some such group. As it 
stands, the St. Louis representation lies 
in the organization of the show itself 
and in the presence in it of Philip Gus- 
ton, formerly an instructor at the Wash- 
ington University School of Fine Arts. 
THIS EXHIBITION was put to- 
gether without any sort of official influ- 
ence or interference, which gives rise 
to the hope that the arts will be 
allowed to work their benign effects 
without attempts being made to ham- 
mer them into political molds. 


Van Cliburn in Russia (with private, 


not Government, backing) and _ the 
Moiseyev dancers in the United States 
unquestionably did more to cemént 
good relations between our two peoples 
than the last 10 years of diplomatic 
efforts. 

In 1956, foreign tours of three art 
exhibitians and the Symphony of the 
Air were cancelled because some of the 
artists or performers belonged, or had 
belonged, to left-wing organizations. In 


an open letter to President Eisenhower, 


Arts magazine pointed out then that 
none of the paintings or music contained 
anything of a political nature, and that 
“such censorship exercised by a gov- 
ernment agency violates American tra- 
ditions and principles of freedom and 
serves to place democracy in a false 
light. . . . Among America’s greatest 
assets ..., are our cultural heritage 
and achievements. When these are 
silenced, we not only stifle creative art, 
we forfeit the respect of people in other 
lands.” This and other protests seem 
to have had good effects. 


At any rate, the Government now is 
committed to a heartening number of 
fine arts programs. Representative 
Frank Thompson Jr. of New Jersey has 
led the legislative support for them. 
In the last four years, reports Milton 
Bracker in the New York Times, 111 
attractions “ranging from Dizzy Gilles- 
pie to the New York Philharmonic; and 
from Marian Anderson to ‘The Skin 
of Our Teeth,’” have been sent to 89 
countries. 

The 1959 allocation for this entire 
program is $2,415,000 which, Bracken 
notes, is especially interesting when 
you consider that a single interconti- 
nental ballistic missile costs $2,000,000.

False Protection of Censorship

LET SOMEONE MENTION the 
word “censorship,” and immediately we 
think of totalitarian governments and 
tyranny; of the dark stretches in his- 
tory when men are muzzled and chained 
to the service of dictator and state. But 
to recognize censorship only in its ex- 
tremes, as in Nazi Germany or Com- 
munist Russia, is to over-simplify the 
matter, for censorship is as old as 
language, and it buds in every kind of 
soil. 

Plato banned poets from his ideal 
state, paying tribute to their power over 
the minds of men, but rebuking their 
lack of social responsibility. Printing 
was introduced in England in 1476, and 
in 1529 Henry VIII issued the first list 
of prohibited books. Recently we saw a 
strenuous effort by many of the French 
to keep Henri Alleg’s “The Question” 
out of France. This attempt failed, but 
many do not fail. 

In a famous case of 1946, Doubleday 
was convicted for publishing the al- 
legedly obscene “Memoirs of Hecate 
County,” written by the distinguished 
critic Edmund Wilson. The list of sim- 
ilar cases is impressive, but even greater 
in effect are the quiet kinds of censor- 
ship that seldom draw public notice. 

Private organizations draw up lists of 
books forbidden to their members and 
sometimes work to prevent librarians 
and booksellers from stocking them. 
Police and the Postmaster General 
occasionally act as literary censors. In 
the everyday dealings between authors 
and publishers many paragraphs are 
cut and many messages altered to skirt 
anticipated objections from pressure 
groups. 


SO THE CENSORSHIP question 
is not limited’ to political dictatorships, 
nor is it a closed question, It exists in 
wur own country in many forms, affect- 
ing all of us. 

Censorship is the curtailment-—wheth- 
er by an individual or an organiza- 
tion—of our free use of the many in- 
fluences our society presents. It is a 


‘restriction on free choice. A complex 


society such as ours offers an abund- 
ance of influences which the individual 
may accept or reject. Television, radio, 
books, plays, music, are some of these. 
So are organized religion and organized 
recreation. The advertising business is 
a concerted attempt to influence us 
through our wants and needs, Our 
friends are people whose Influence we 
have chosen to accept, in some. degree, 
and the father who forbids his daughter 
to date a certain young man is exercis- 


ing power of censorship. Who is to de- 
termine which influences may be used, 
and under what conditions, and by 
whom? 

All societies have censors, but the 
number and the kinds differ widely. 
In ours the Food and Drug Act restricts 
the production and _ distribution of 
drugs. The Hays-Johnson Office censors 
movies at the production end, and some 
civic and religious groups work by 
means of boycott at the consumption 
end, Printed matter attracts many sen- 
tries, the National Office for Decent 
Literature for one. The Post Office, 
under the “Comstock Law” of 1873, 
has the power to remove from the mails 
matter adjudged obscene, and many 
other laws have extended the Postmas- 
ter General's censorship duties to cover 
matter which perpetrates fraud, adver- 
tises liquor, jeopardizes national secur- 
ity, and the like. 


THE REASONS FOR all of these 
censorings rest on the sound supposi- 
tion that much of what is available to 
people is harmful, or can become so 
through misuse. They censor, then, to 
protect people not so much from the 
material as from themselves. So it is 
obvious that people who have the desire 
and the ability to choose only the best 
influences for themselves have no need 
of such protection. If all of us were so 
enlightened and dedicated to our own 
betterment, no regulations would be 
needed, even in the case of drugs and 
poisons. We would only need expert in- 
formation regarding their proper use, 

Of course, not all people show such 
enlightenment, but so long as we be- 
lieve that people and societies can im- 
prove, our policy should be based on 
those who do. Our wagon must be 
hitched to the bright stars, not the 
tarnished ones. 

In favor of book censorship it is often 
argued that a number of mentally and 
morally deficient people are prone to 
wrongdoing. We must keep from them 
material that might provoke immoral 
acts. Certainly this is half-true—we do 
have defective people. But we can't 
isolate them, which means we can only 
withhold from them by withholding 
from everyone. 

Shall we limit the reading of every- 
one to that tailored to the sub-normal 
personality? |

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think our trust must go to the parents. 
Our . policies must be based on the 
capable ones, while at the same time we 
continue to raise the general level of 
parenthood by education. 


Again, censorship finds support for 
a reason that is less moral than politi- 
cal. This is the contention that an or- 
ganization has the right to protect itself 
from criticism. It accounts for the book- 
burnings in the name of security, and 
for the bans on subversive material in 
the mails. It accounts, too, for the 
Russian response to “Dr. Zhivago,” and 
for the banning by some religious or- 
ganizations of materia) criticizing them. 
But this means that the organization it- 
self is given a higher value than the 
interests of its members. Here is the 
beginning of tyranny, 

Sometimes it is cloaked in the in- 
terest of the weak members of society, 
sometimes in the interest of the nation 
or church, but whatever the argument, 
censorship grates harshly against our 
belief that only responsible people can 
be moral people. 


WHEREVER CENSORSHIP 
occurs, as at present in military re- 
search and development, we must view 
it as a defeat—an admission that we 
have not yet found the better way that 
can be found. And we must look for the 
better way, which means we must work 
to induce people to choose the best in- 
fluences for themselves instead of the 
worst, at the same time developing the 
resistance of the weaker ones, prepar- 
ing to free them to choose for them- 
selves. 

Literary censorship in particular is 
surrounded by absurdities. We know 
that many of the works we now regard 
as classics were banned as immoral or 
heretical or seditious when they were 
published. Today, so many names of our 
best authors are to be found on one 
blacklist or another that such listing is 
often considered a distinction for the 
writer. 

But by far the most harmful absurd- 
ity afloat is the notion that censorship 
fulfills a duty to people, that by shel- 
tering them we have thereby improved 
them. No one is improved by being 
sheltered from art or reality, or by hav- 
ing his responsibility assumed by 
others; Censorship merely blurs our 
valid objectives—the development of 
people with the ability and the desire 
ta choose for themselves only the best 
influences that society offers.

The Nature of Stereo 
What the Listener Can Expect 


By THOMAS RB. SHERMAN 


REPORTS FROM A NUMBER of retail shops in St. 
Louis indicate that many record buyers do not understand 
fully the nature of the stereophonic disc. They know it ie 
supposed to be better than the monaural dise wituvout know 
ing why or in what way. It is possible that their confusion 
may be caused by hearing or reading an overabundance of 
technical explanation. For them, as for most record collec- 
tors who are interested in music rather than sound effecta, 
it is better to know too little than too much about the elec- 
tronic principles involved in recording and reproduction. 
With a few basic facts to guide him the innocent buyer can 
then use a simple pragmatic test in determining whether he 
likes stereo and in making choices among stero records. He 
can judge what sounds good just by listening. 

Stereo is from a Greek word meaning solid in a literal, 
geometrical sense. A solid body has depth and breadth. and 
stereophonic sound—particularly the sound of an orchestra— 
gives one the sensation of being closer to some of the players 
than to others. In other words the music seema to he 
coming from several sources dispersed from left to right 
and front to rear as in a concert hall at a live performance. 


THE SOUND is not exactly like that of a live performance 
but it is much closer than that of a monaural record. The 
required equipment for the satisfactory playing of a stereéo- 
phonic record consists of two matched speakers (or speaker 
units), two matched amplifiers and a turn table with a stereo 
arm and cartridge. The stereo arm has separate wires each 
leading to its own speaker. 

The needle of the stereo arm is in contact with two sep- 
arate grooves which have been pressed into the record. So 
two impulses, each a little different from the other, are car- 
ried along the two wires to the two speakers. The result, 
when the power is on and the disc is revolving, is a merger 
or combination of sound from the two speakers. The expla- 
nation for the fact that the single needle can pick up two 
impulses can be disregarded 


BEST RESULTS are obtained when the two speakers 
(or speaker units) are separated by six or seven feet. Some 
stereophonic machines house the two speakers in one en- 
closure, This arrangement may he wholly satisfactory ta 
some listeners; but they had better make comparisons before 
buving. 

Owners of monaural equipment they like can convert to 
stereo by adding another speaker, another amplifier and a 
stereo tone arm and cartridge. A single stereophonic am- 
plifier can be used in place of the two amplifying units but 
most listeners prefer the two amplifiers. Whether the same 
turn table, used for monaural records, can be retained is 
uncertain. It should be tested for “rumble’—the amplified 
noise of the turn table—before a decision is made. 

The fact that the single record can produce two separate 
bodies of sound is caused by a double sound track made on 
the tape when the music Is recorded. In some instances 
three sound tracks are employed. But here again one can 
be satisfied with knowing that the music is recorded on the 
tape at two different points (or three) in the studio. 


SOMETIMES the left microphone is so managed that it 
registers only the music produced by the left half of the 
orchestra. The same is true of the right. The two when 
brought together make a completed whole but with an em- 
phasis on what is at the right and what is at the left of the

Classical Records 


NO ONE SHOULD ex- 
pect to hear anything new 
when listening to the per- 
formance of a standard mu- 
sical work. If it is really 
new it is likely to be wrong. 
The summit of achievement 
is reached when the interpre- 
tive artist discloses all the 
qualities of a masterpiece. 
That never happens, nor 
would it happen even if an 
agreement on interpretation 
had been reached among the 
grave and reverend scholars 
and all the leading perform- 
ers who have been studying 
the great literature all their 
lives. So it can be assumed 
that many interpretations of 
Beethoven's E-Fiat Piano 
concerto (the “Emperor’’) are 
allowable and admirable. 


The recording by Eugene 
Istomin and the Philade!- 
phia Orchestra under Eu- 
gene Ormandy should leave 
little doubt in anybody's 
mind that great music is 
being treated appropriately. 
From the opening statement 
by the piano Istomin pro- 
duces a deep, healthy tone 
and commands all the facility 
needed to connect his phrases 
in broad, sweeping lines. The 
slow movement's tranquil 
lyricism is equally affecting 
in another way and the finale 
is by turns assertive in its 
energy and gracefully fluent 
in the contrasting sections. 
The orchestra plays its part 
with a virtuoso-like incisive- 
ness. (Columbia, Monaural, 
One Record.) 


VIVALDI IS KNOWN 
chiefly for his instrumental 
works but his “Gloria” with 
its radiant vitality has the 
same order of craftsmanship 
and inventiveness. A smart 
performance by the Pro 
Musica Choir and Orchestra 
of Stuttgart with Marcel 
Courad conducting has been 
recorded together with Vi- 
valdi’s Motteto a Canto for 
soprano and string orches- 
tra. Frederike Seilen sings 
the solo part in the motet. 
The “Gloria” was uncovered 
in a treasure-trove of manu- 
scripts in Turin by Alfredo 
Casella.

AASE LOEVBERG, a 
young Norwegian soprano 
born within the Arctic 
circle, has started an aus- 
picious career with operatic 
and lieder performances 
in her native land and 
other European musical cen- 
ters. Americans may get a 
representative sampling of 
her artistic quality from her 
recording of two groups of 
songs by Grieg and Richard 
Strauss. Miss Loevberg's 
voice has an unusual timbre, 
flute-like and rather pure at 
the top and a little deeper 
more vibratory and more 
warmly colored in the mid- 
die and lower registers. The 
pitch is firm and her control 
indicates thorough technical 
schooling. The Strauss group 
includes several of the com- 
poser’s better known songs: 
such as ‘““Zueignung” “Cae- 
cilie”’ and “Allerseelen” 
which Miss Loevborg sings 
as if completely obsessed by 
the general mood of each. 
The Grieg songs I find less 
interesting. She is accompa- 
nied by Gerald Moore in the 
Strauss songs and Robert 
Levin.

No One-Horse Town for Coya 


Minnesota Village No Longer Appeals to Coya Knutson, Object of Famous

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 27. 


CONGRESSWOMAN COYA KNUTSON probably would 
testify today that Thomas Wolfe knew what he was talking 
about when he wrote, “You Can’t Go Home Again.” 


For it is unlikely that the 45-year-old, two-term Demo- 
cratic Representative—once a housewife and a high school 
teacher in tiny Oklee, Minn., on the eastern rim of the Dakota 
prairies—will resume her former way of life at once. 


Only a week ago she said 
she was looking for a job in 
Washington when her term ex- 
pires Jan. 3. 

“If nothing turns up,” she 
said, with a lack of enthusiasm 
in her tone, “‘whenever I get 
ready I'll go back, I suppose.” 

She refused to comment on 
the possibility that she will re- 
turn to her 50-year-old hus- 
band, Andy, whose public let- 
ter last May set off a contro- 
versy that led Okleeites—and 
headline readers the nation 
over—to choose up sides in the 
“Coya come home” issue. 

Seven months ago, following 
a bitter Democratic-Farmer- 
Labor party convention in Min- 
nesota’s Ninth Congressional 
District, Andy Knutson re- 
leased to the press a letter in 
which he asked his wife to 
quit Congress, fire her young 
and handsome administrative 
assistant, Bill Kjeldahl, and 
come back to the home she 
hadn't visited in two years. 

That was the letter which, 
according to a Washington 
handwriting expert, was writ- 
ten by a Republican campaign- 
er for Odin Langen. Langen 
unseated Mrs. Knutson Nov. 4 
by a mere 1390 votes. 


The expert testimony, given 
to a House Elections subcom- 
mittee, was undermined back 
home when James Turgeon, a 
county Democratic - Farmer - 
Labor chairman, said he had 
written the original letter in 
longhand at Andy Knutson’s 
request. 

The subcommittee, which was 
looking into Mrs. Knutson’s 
charges she was beaten as the 
result of a “malicious conspir- 
acy,” dismissed her appeal at 
the same time it gave a re- 
prieve to Representative 
Brooks Hays (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, who was defeated by segre- 
gationist Dale Alford. 


The differing verdicts led 
Columnist Doris Fleeson, an 
ardent feminist, to assert that 
the Congresswoman was the 
victim of a political double 
standard which holds women to 
a higher standard of accounta- 
bility than men. 


Miss Fleeson did not take 
note of another difference— 
that while many prominent 
Democrats rallied to the 
Hays cause, not a_ single 
DFL leader in Mrs. Knut- 
son’s home state spoke up in 
her behalf. 


Truth of the matter is that 
Minnesota Democrats, by 
and large, heaved a sigh of 
relief, when she was de- 
feated. 


The “Coya come home” let- 
ter was in fact merely a head- 
line-catching tipoff to the 
intra-party unrest which for 
months had split the D.F.L. 
down the middle in Mrs. Knut- 
son’s home district. 

At the district convention in 
May, a pro-Coya candidate for 
chairman had ousted Marvin 
A. Evenson, a party regular, 
by the margin of a single vote. 
Evenson: was given a behind- 
the-scenes blessing by more 
than ohne party loyalist when 
he decided to oppose her for 
nomination in the D.F.L. pri- 
mary election Sept. 9. 

Triggered by Andy’s letter, 
the Congresswoman’s domestic 


troubles became the talk of her 
district. Evenson’s allusions to 
them were indirect but effec- 
tive; his campaign literattre 
made it plain that he was a 
family man: his wife and four 
children traveled to county 
fairs with him, and on hand- 
shaking tours through the vil- 
lages of the largely-rural dis- 
trict. 

Langen, a gentlemanly, quiet- 
spoken 6-foot 5-inch grain 
farmer who was minority lead- 
er of the State House of Rep- 
resentatives, resolved early 
that he would say nothing 
about his opponent’s personal 
life. There is no record that he 
ever swerved from the resolu- 
tion. 


Mrs. Knutson, who had al- 
most fanatical support from 
many farmer s—particularly 
farmers and union members— 
won the nomination hand y. On 
general election day she car- 
ried 10 of the 15 counties of 
her district, but ran far behind 
in the most populous one, Ot- 
ter Tail county. It had re- 
mained a Republican strong- 
hold while the remainder of 
the district had gone Demo- 
cratic in recent years. 

Cova Knutson (pronounced 
Kuh-Nute-son) was born Cor- 
nelia Gjesdal (pronounced Jaz- 
dol), of Norwegian immigrant 
parents 45 years ago in Ed- 
more, N.D. Reared on a farm, 
she was graduated from Con- 
cordia College, Moorhead, 
Minn., and later studied at 
Moorhead State Teachers Col- 
lege and (piano) at Juilliard 
School of Music in New York 
City. 

After her marriage to Knut- 
son, she taught in Oklee High 
School and was active in farm 
politics. In 1950 she was elect- 
ed to serve the first of two 
terms in the biennial State 
Legislature. 


Her brief career in the 
Legislature was unspectacu- 
lar. She was a friendly, ma- 
tronly type, inclined to 
plumpness and with a brown 
coiffure. She rarely spoke up 
on the floor. Her seatmate, 
a Republican from southern 
Minnesota, recalls that she 
was politically naive, that 
often when she was about te 
follow his lead in voting he 
had to remind her that she 
was a Democrat from a part 
of the state which had a 
philosophy different from his 
own, 


In 1954, she was bitten by 
the congressional bug—a bug 
nourished by a 25-year-old 
DFLer, Bill Kjeldahl (pro- 
nounced Chell-Doil). -The lat- 
ter convinced her, contrary to 
to the advice of others, that she 
could beat a veteran Repub- 
ican incumbent, the late Harold 
Hagen. 


Kjeldahl earned her undy- 
ing gratitude by organizing the 
shoestring campaign which she 
financed by mortgaging her 
car and Andy’s hotel and, as 
she told it afterward, by sub- 
sisting often on chow mein and 
hamburgers. 


Andy, remaining in the back- 
ground, refused to go to Wash- 
ington with her. She explained 
that travel upset his stomach. 
Some outsiders said he didn’t 
want to be known as Mr. Coya 
Knutson, ,

He remained in Oklee to at- 
tend to his part-time job in 
the local farm implement store 
and to run a white clapboard 
“hotel” in which five or six 
roomers lived upstairs over the 
Knutson apartment. 

Coya, Minnesota’s first wom- 
an Congressman, was _ intro- 
duced to the East by an explo- 
sion of publicity. She took 
along the Knutson’s adopted 
teen-age son, Terry—and Bill 
Kjeldahl, who became her chief 
assistant. , 

If it was Kjeldahl who 
steered Coya onto the congres- 
sional path, it undoubtedly was 
he also—because he became so 
controversial — who contrib- 
uted more than anyone to her 
ultimate defeat. 

Andy Knutson, a close- 
mouthed man, told this report- 
er during the 1958 primary 
campaign, when he was backing 
Marvin Evenson to beat. his 
wife, that all his troubles were 
caused by “one little guy, Bill 
Kjeldahl.” 

“I kicked him out of my 
house four years ago,” he said. 
Then he: added, enigmatically: 
“And her, too.” 


Gradually, Mrs. Knutson’s 
attitude toward herself and 
her job underwent a change. 
Opponents said she had be- 
gun to take herself seriously. 
The once - reserved school 
teacher spoke out ageres- 
sively on a number of issues. 

She returned from Wash- 
ington in early 1956, to take 
a hand in Minnesota's presi- 
dential primary election, with 
a dazzling blond hairdo, a 
slimmer figure and a gay 
new wardrobe. Tongues 
wagged apace. 


It was in the presidential 
primary that Mrs. Knutson 
took a step which, perhaps 
more than anything else, had 
the eventual effect of bringing 
her political career to at least a 
temporary close in 1958. She 
threw her support to Senator 
Estes: Kefauver of Tennessee in 
a contest in which Adlai Ste- 
venson—who had all-out in- 
dorsement and aid of the Min- 
nesota DFL hierarchy—was in- 
gloriously upset. 

Eventually her pro-Kefauver 
attitude placed her in the un- 
happy position of appearing to 
oppose the vice presidential 
ambitions of Minnesota's favor- 
ite son, Senator Hubert Hum- 
phrey, at the Democratic na- 
tional convention in Chicago. 

At the delegation’s showdown 
caucus, Coya, bathed in tears 
and terming it “one of the most 
difficult decisions I've had to 
make in my life,” cast her vote 
for Humphrey over Kefauver. 

But it was too late. Party 
leaders never forgave her. 

Re-elected in 1956, she stout- 
ly refused to fire her assistant 
when influential DFLers de-

manded it. They began refer- 
ring bitterly to him as “Con- 
gressman Kjeldahl” because he 
insisted, regardless of a caller's 
rank, on first knowing his busi- 
ness before permitting him ac- 
cess to the lady legislator. 

Knutson charged in his 1958 
letter that Kjeldahl was a “‘dic- 
tator”’ who actually made all 
decisions for his wife. Why, 
he wanted to know, should she 
return to Congress under those 
conditions? 


Mrs. Knutson was the only 
incumbent Minnesota mem- 
ber of Congress who did not 
win a two-thirds vote of the 
district convention which was 
necessary for indorsement 
prior to the primary election. 
So she flew from Washing- 
ton to the State D.F.L. con- 
vention in Rochester, Minn., 
appearing at the staid Kah- 
ler Hotel in white-rimmed 
and sequined sun _ glasses, 
tight black toreador pants 
and sweater, a trench coat 
flung over her shoulders and 
an accordion hung from her 
n 


She secured indorsement in 
exchange for her promise to 
support Congressman Eugene 
McCarthy in his bid for party 
indorsement for United States 
Senator. 

Later, when pressure built 
up once more for her to ditch 
Kjeldahl,:she sent out a “news 
letter” to her constituents 
which caused party leaders to 
rub their eyes in disbelief. 

In it she declared that Kjel- 
dahl had engineered the Mc- 
Carthy indorsement, had won 
election for Lt. Gov. Karl Rol- 
vaag—although in 1954 he had 
sought unwanted support for 
Rolvaag for Governor in oppo- 
sition to Rolvaag’s friend and 
the winner, Orville Freeman— 
and had given valuable aid to 
the Humphrey bid for Vice 
President in 1956.

REPRESENTATIVE Coya 
Knutson was a striking figure 
when she appeared before the 
House special subcommittee in- 
vestigating campaign expendi- 
tures.

Jim Bishop 
‘Almost’ Writers--- 


World Full of Them 


ONE OF THE THINGS I DREAD is to return a manu- 
script unopened. The world is full of people who want to 
write “as a hobby.” They are farmers and doctors and 
housewives and carpenters and all of them are certain 
that, if you can do it for 
money, they can do it 
better. 

These are the “almost” 
writers. What they write 
is legible and gram- 
matical and sometimes 
the story theme is pretty 
good, but “almost” in this 
business is a synonym for 
“nothing.” A short while 
back, when I was a liter- 
ary agent, I told a wire 
service reporter that I 
would like to see a few 
unsolicited manuscripts. 
He sent the little story to 
a few hundred news- 
papers and, within the 
next 10 days, I was hit 
with 630 unpublished 

novels, unpublished biog- 

raphies, unpublished 
JIM BISHOP short stories, jokes, plans 
for world government, letters from dead sweethearts and 
bright sayings of children. 

They required months to read, but I read them. Never 
again. The distressing part of the job was that none of the 
material was bad. All of it was better than average, but 
how do you say to someone, who is waiting with high hope 
and short fingernails, that better than average is not good 
enough? 

Mark Twain was a pretty fair writer. He understood 
this business as well as anyone. In the spring, his auto- 
biography will be published and it has been edited by 
Charles Neider, who knows his man and knows his work. 
One of the sections deals with the amateur writer. Twain 
said that the amateur writer is never interested in an hon- 
est critique. “The thing really wanted and expected is 
compliment and encouragement.” 


I understand his signals so well when he 
writes: “I have this moment finished reading this 
morning’s pair of offerings and am a little trou- 
bled. If they had come from strangers I should 
not have given myself the pain of reading them, 
but should have returned them unread, according 
to my custom, upon the plea that I lack an editor’s 
training and therefore am not qualified to sit in 
judgment upon anyone’s literature but my own. 


“BUT THIS MORNING'S HARVEST came from friends 
and that alters the case. I have read them and the result 
is as usual: they are not literature. They do contain meat 
but the meat is only half cooked. 

“There is something about this naive intrepidity that 
compels admiration. It is a lofty and reckless daring which 
I suppose is exhibited in no field but one—the field of 
literature. We see something approaching it in war, but 
approaching it only distantly. The untrained common sol- 
dier has often offered himself as one of a forlorn hope and 
stood ready to encounter all its perils—but we draw the 
line there. 


“Not even the most confident untrained soldier 
offers himself as a candidate for brigadier-general- 
ship, yet this is what the amateur author does. 
With his untrained pen he puts together his crudi- 
ties and offers them to all the magazines, one 
after the other—that is to say, he proposes them 
for posts restricted to literary generals who have 
earned their rank and place by years and even 
decades of hard and honest training in the lower 
grades of the service. 


> “I AM SURE THAT THIS AFFRONT is offered to no 
trade but ours. A person untrained to shoemaking does not 
offer his services as a shoemaker to the foreman of a shop 
—not even the crudest literary aspirant would be so unin- 
telligent as to do that. ... But when it comes to doing 
literature, his wisdoms vanish all of a sudden and he 
thinks he finds himself now in the presence of a profes- 
sion which requires no apprenticeship, no experience, no 
training—nothing whatever but conscious talent and a 
lion's courage.” 

Them’s my sentiments. He might also have added 
that the main attraction, for the amateur, is that writing is 
an art form—like painting. It is a field in which the 
judges are almost always capricious and contrary. There- 
fore, if 99 editors say that an amateur work is poor, and 
one says that it is good, the amateur will spurn the judg- 
ment of the 99. 

The judgement of any art form is arbitrary. No edi- 
tor knows what makes a best seller. If he did, he would 
publish nothing but. If I had been an editor in the long 
ago, I'm sure that I would have returned some of Mark 
Twain's best work with the notation: “Cut it down. You're 
windy.” ...

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Americans Optimistic for 1959 


Nationwide Survey Shows Most People Think That Somehow Things Will Be Better

Across the nation, Associated 
Press reporters went out re- 
cently te interview Americans 


about their hopes for the new 


year, their verdict on the old, 
and their feelings about the 
state of the national as it heads 
into °59. Here’s what they 
found. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27. 

MOST AMERICANS, at the 
turn of the year, see the world 
no closer to peace. 

For every American who 
thinks the United States is 
winning the cold war and the 
battle for men’s minds, nearly 
two think Russia is winning. 

Yet, curiously, most Ameri- 
cans look forward to 1959 with 
optimism. Somehow things will 
be better. Why? Few people 
give reasons. Many just don't 
dare feel any other way. Some 
reflect a stark negative opti- 
mism. 

“Well, we got through one 
more year without our heads 
being blown off,” says a man 
in Milwaukee. 

At home, at least one out of 
two Americans was affected by 
the recession of 1958, directly 
or indirectly. For one out of 
three, it was over by year's 
end. For one out of four, the 
recession continues, either in 
a lost job or slimmer pay check 
or reduced profits. 

But more than half said they 
saved some money in 1958 and 
more than half expect to be 
better off next year. And po- 
litically, 55 per cent thought a 
Democrat would occupy the 
White House in 1960. 

This is the mood of America 
as 1958 is packed away in the 
attic of history. It is a mood 
measured by Associated Press 
reporters in more than 100 
cities and towns. 

They talked to men in fac- 
tories and fields, to women 
over diapers and dictation 
pads, to people across store 
counters and corporate con- 
ference tables, in the offices 
of doctors, lawyers and bank- 
ers, in laboratories, schools 
and construction shacks, to 
people on the county court- 
house steps and in the big city 
commuter trains. 

Question: What do you 
want most in 1959—for your- 
self and for the nation? 


For themselves, 34 per cent 
of the people polled thought of 
a form of personal prosperity 
—more salary, greater profits 
or merely to get out of debt. 

Twenty-seven per cent sin- 
gled out good health as the 
thing they most wanted in 
1959. Mrs. Geraldine Strauss, 
housewife of West Hartford, 
Conn., included herself in the 
good health group although, 
she said, “I’m tempted to put 
a mink stole at the head of my 
list.” 

The remainder broke out a 
wide variety of new year 
wishes. Five per cent sighed 
for a little “peace and quiet,” 
more personal than global. And 
4.9 per cent asked for nothing 
new; they would be content 
with the status quo, their job, 
their family, their general life 
situation. 

Runners-up listed these 
goals: a new home (or expan- 
sion of the old one); new car 
(or second car); less income 
taxes; lower prices; more per- 
sonal satisfaction in their job; 
marriage (this entirely from 
women, including a secretary 
in Sioux Falls, N.D., who wants 
a “tired rich old codger’’); 
their own business; more vaca- 
tion and travel (‘‘especially,” 
said a mother in Fargo, S.D., 
“a vacation away from _ the 
kids”); furniture; children or 
more children; more leisure, a 
retirement, “to be a _ better 
man”; more personal inde- 
pendence; a hi-fi set; “to lose 
my dandruff,” and “to sim- 
plify my life,” in ways un- 
stated. 

For their nation, a poignant- 
ly large number of Americans 
(55.5 per cent) asked only one 
thing in one word. Over and 
over again, north, south, east 
or west, they looked above and 
beyond their sectional needs 
and troubles — beyond closed 
schools in the south, closed 
mines in Pennsylvania, factory 
cutbacks in Detroit—and asked 
one thing for their country— 
peace. 

Twenty per cent see pros- 
perity as their top national 
wish and behind them come 
smaller groups seeking a wide 
variety of things: 

End of inflation; better lead- 
ership; economic stability; bet- 
ter foreign policy; an end to 
the integration fight (this en- 
tirely from the south); internal

peace and fewer labor strikes: 
disarmament and an end to 
atomic testing; more missiles: 
a better break for farmers: a 
better break for white collar 
workers: improved education: 
more economy in government 
and less government spending; 
a deeper spirituality; more in- 
dividual self-reliance and a 
greater national sense _. of 
humor. 


Question: Is the recession 
over for you? Did you save 
any money in 1958? 


Thirty-four per cent said the 
recession or recent downturn 
or late soft economy has ended 
for them. Slightly more than 
25 per cent said they’re still 
hurting, regardless of what you 
call it. About 40 per cent re- 
ported they were never affected 
by the recession. 

These answers followed na- 
tional, rather than regional, 
patterns. Another point of 
significant repetition was that 
many of those who said they 
were not affected by the re- 
cession did complain about the 
high cost of living. 

And one man’s recession can 
be another man’s boom. 

“Business was off,” said 
Hugh Johnson, barber of Salt 
Lake City, “and most of them 
(other barbers) are saying the 
same thing.” 

In the same time and the 
same place, R. H. Thompson, 
real estate and insurance sales- 
man, said: “If that was a re- 
cession, give me more of them, 


at least in our business. We 
did well.” 
Slightly more than 52 per 


cent said they saved money in 
1958. Another 8 per cent said 
they saved very little. Nearly 
40 per cent said they saved 
not at all. Many of those who 
saved nothing were people who 
said the recession didn't touch 
them. Again and again the 
recurring complaint was: high 
prices. 

L. E. Doolittle, who sells 
farm equipment out of Cedar 
Rapids, Ia., sold well this year. 
Savings? “I saved darn little. 
Just spent more.” 

Alvin Huff, farmer in Reeds, 
Mo., doubts his farm will show 
a profit when the year's books 
are totaled. “All the things 
it takes to run a farm cost 
more. Gasoline’s up, oil’s up, 
machinery’s up repairs are up, 
too.” 

And in Philadelphia, Charles 
Guida said: 

“T have a wife and 
children. I’m a high school 
teacher. For fellows like my- 
self there’s always a recession.

Question: Do you think 
you'll be better or worse off 
in 1959, or about the same? 

Fifty-three per cent expect 
to be better off; 40 per cent, 
about the same; 3 per cent, 
worse, and 4 per cent won't 
guess. 

Most people don’t say why 
they expect to be better off 
next year. Those who do cite 
reasons ranging far across the 
spectrum of human hope and 
need. 

A shoe-store clerk expects to 
be assistant manager next 
year; an elderly couple look 
forward to a mortgage-burning 
party; a mother expects her 
son back from the Army; a 
man hopes to have the car 
paid; a husband expects his 
wife back from the hospital; a 
woman librarian plans to get 
married; a factory worker 
looks for a raise; a furniture 
dealer thinks sales will climb; 
a childless couple expect a 
baby. 

Among the morose minority, 
Hampton Lee, bartender in 
Raleigh, N.C., said: “I think 
we'll be worse off because a 
lot of people are out of work. 
The mills are shutting down 
and the railroads are laying 
off.” 

And a young pharmacist in 
Oak Hill, W. Va., said with 
grim precision: “I'll be worse 
off because my wife is expect- 
ing another baby.” 

Question: Do you think 
we're closer to world peace 
now than a year ago? 

An overwhelming majority 
of Americans (66 per cent) say 
no; 27 per cent say yes and 7 
per cent have no opinion. 

Those who voted no cited a 
wide variety of reasons: 

Basic differences between 
East and West remain unre- 
solved — Russian Communism 
and American capitalism still 
haven't found a blueprint for 
living together; the atomic and 
missiles arms race continues: 
the incidence of crisis in 1958 
—first the Mid-East, then 
Quemoy and now Berlin — was 
as great if not greater than 
ever; Russia still sets the 
Rhythm of threat and counter- 
threat and all we can do is 
react; the foreign policy of 
Eisenhower and Dulles suffers 
from “drift,” lacks initiative, 
direction and imagination: Rus- 
Sia continues to win friends 
and converts and we continue 
to lose them: the Democrats 
are coming back to power and 


the Democrats “war- 
minded.” 

“It's just like having a bomb- 
shell, over you all the time,” 
said Mrs. Dora Parsons, sales-

woman of Salt Lake City, 
speaking for many. 

Otto N. Larsen, sociology 
professor, Seattle, Wash.: 
“Dulles and Eisenhower seem 
unwilling or unable to gen- 
erate new and positive pro- 
grams that will effectively 
meet Russian threats.

Question: Do you think 
the Russians are gaining or 
losing in the cold war and 
the battle for men’s minds 
around the globe? 

Forty-six per cent of Amer- 
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They see the world no closer to peace, yet express the thought 


icans think the Russians are 
gaining; 29 per cent think 
they’re losing; 18 per cent 
think the _ situation is  un- 
changed; 7 per cent have no 
opinion, 

The Russians are gaining, 
say those who think so, be- 
cause they have more appeal 
for the underdeveloped nations; 
because the West has no uni- 
fied positive policy: because 
American propaganda is in- 
effective: because ‘‘you can't 
buy friends around the world”; 
because of John Foster Dulles. 

Bruce L. Pearson, high school 
teacher, Indianapolis: 

“The Russians are winning 
. . « Simply because they have 
an idea and are selling it... 
people in other countries would 
like to have American leader- 
ship but are confused because 
they don’t know what we stand 
for. That is the tragedy of 
America — individually and as 
a group we don’t know what 
we stand for.”

answer, no program. We're 
continually on the defensive.”

Sians are losing the cold war 
cite the Soviets’ embarrass- 
ment over Boris Pasternak and 
the nobel prize: the recent 
French election -in which the 
Communists were badly beaten: 
the fact or the hope that “the 
United States is just too smart 
for them” and the fact or hope 
that truth, in effect, will out. 

Question: Who do you 
think will be the next presi- 
dent of the United States? 

Fifty-five per cent picked “a 
Democrat” or a specific Dem- 
ocrat. Slightly more than 30 
per cent picked one of the Re- 
publican contenders and a 
little more than 13 per cent 
wouldn't try to guess. 

Among those who named a 
specific individual, this was 
the breakdown: 

Nelson Rockefeller, 16.7 per 
cent. 

John F. Kennedy, 15.9 per 
cent. 

Richard M. Nixon, 13.8 per 
cent. 

Stuart Symington, 5.1 per

Lyndon Johnson, 3 per cent. 

Among the also-rans there 
were Robert Meyner, Hubert 
Humphrey, Pat Brown.

Question: Do you feel 
more optimistic about the fu- 
ture than you did a year ago 
or less? 

The question was left gen- 
eral with the result that some 
people answered it in terms of 
the world or national Situation 
and some answered in terms 
of their personal situation. 

A resounding 65 per cent 
were more optimistic, 20 per 
cent felt the same as a year 
ago, slightly more than 12 per 
cent felt less optimistic and a 
little more than 2 per cent 
weren't sure how they felt. 

The most frequent answers 
among the optimists were: “It's 
just a general feeling I have” 
or “‘No use thinking any other 
way” or “Things just can’t stay 
this way” or “It’s still a great, 
big wonderful world” or “I al- 
ways feel easier after another 
year under my belt without 
catastrophe.” 

One woman in Miami said 
she was optimistic because 
“atomic energy will make 
housework easier.” 

Among those who couldn't 
find a silver lining, easily the 
most graceful was H. W. Good-

Stunning 
Advance 


In Space

THE STUNNING NEWS that 
this country launched a satel- 
lite weighing three times that 
of the largest Russian sputnik 
assumed many meanings for 
many people. It is still too 
early to guess completely its 
impact on the contemporary 
scene, but it has fascinating 
overtones. 

To the military it meant that 
this country has shown the 
world visible evidence of our 
ability to send a thermonuclear 
warhead anywhere on or 
around the earth. No longer 
need we say: we possess this 
weapon, you better believe us, 
The presence of this satellite in- 
dicates that words are wholly 
unnecessary. 

To the rocket engineers in 
this country, here is visible evi- 
dence that we are finally and 
sucessfully competing with the 
Russians in terms of giant pro- 
pulsion systems. 

To the politically minded ‘it 
signifies a landmark in that 
it is a powerful propaganda 
tool in which peoples of many 
lands will see a symbol of our 
scientific and technological at- 
tainments. 

To the economist it signifies 
that the tremendous amount of 
money spent—six billion dol- 
lars in 1958 alone—has been 
justified and we can expect an 
increase in the money for this 
type of work. 


But perhaps the greatest 
impact will be felt by the 
space-minded scientists who 
look for the conquest of 
space. It is these scientists 
who will view this achieve- 
ment as a spectacular break- 
through which will accelerate 
getting a man into space. Let 
us review why this is s0. 


IN THE CASE of the Van- 
guard, had they been able to 
put the full 2114-pound pay- 
load in the sky, they would 
have paid a penalty of 1000 
pounds of fuel and hardware 
to get a single pound of pay- 
load in the sky. For the Ex- 
plorer, this ratio was 2200 to 
one. 

While we do not know what 
the Russian ratio of payload to 
all-up-weight is (because the 
Russian rockets were so much 
bigger and, true, more effi- 
cient), their ratio of payload 
to all-up-weight had to be less 
than the best of the American 
rockets. 


In studies made some years 
ago by Dr. Wernher von 
Braun and Darrell Romock 
on the erection of giant space 
stations to circle the earth, 
these scientists used a ratio 
of 200 to one. They believed 
they could get a payload of 
35 tons in orbit with an ex- 
penditure of 7000 tons, which 
is about the size of a light 
cruiser. 


THIS WAS CONSIDERED 
the optimum ‘ratio. Scientists 
could not see improving this 
ratio without the use of a new 
propulsion or perhaps the use 
of many exotic fuels. 

Now, suddenly, we find this 
country has launched a satel- 
lite weighing almost four anda 
half tons and the total weight 
of the Atlas at launching was 
about 100 tons. Here we find 
the ratio of payload to all-up- 
weight has dropped to about 
25 to one. This is the break- 
through the space scientists 
have been waiting for. 

With a normal ratio like this, 
it means we have the propul- 
sion systems available to put 
a man in space for short pe- 
riods of time. Later the work 
of building a space station— 
the finest laboratory ever con- 
ceived by man—will be under- 
taken. 

This country started out this 
year without a satellite, after 
two sputniks had gone into the 
sky. We end this year with a 
total of five satellites, some 
still in the sky, while all the 
Russian satellites have, come 
down. Truly, our situation has 
changed for the better.

Dancing’s for Men 


And Kelly Proves It 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27. 

IN “OLXNCING—A MAN’S GAME” on “Omnibus” Sun- 
day, Gene Kelly seemed determined to expunge any lin- 
gering suspicions of effeminacy that might have gathered 
around the profession that catapulted him to movie star- 
dom. To demonstrate that 
graceful movement was 
hardly a feminine prerog- 
ative, he opened his hour- 
long essay with an as- 
a semblage of renowned 
aM sports figures — Mickey 

¥ Mantle, throwing a base- 
ball; Sugar Ray Robinson, 
throwing punches; Vic 
Seixas, belting a tennis 
ball, and others from bas- 
ketball, track, and foot- 
ball. “Most dance move- 
ments have their counter- 
parts in sports,” Kelly 
explained. 

From each athlete he 
got a characteristic sports 
movement and combined 
them into a series of 
dance movements — a 
great trick if. you can do 
it. The “average Ameri- 
can man” accepts dancing as an indispensable part of court- 
ship and wooing,” declared Kelly (who wrote his own 
script) and he showed some movies of little kids in danc- 
ing schools. Among these youngsters were girls—the only 
girls allowed on the Kelly show.

Kelly went on to explain that the original 
ballet movements go back to such male occupa- 
tions as dueling, and demonstrated how the 
classic movement of feet is strictly a utilitarian bit 
borrowed from the duel. There was a marvelous 
bit cutting back and forth between Dick Button, 
the world’s champion figure skater, and a ballet 
dancer, demonstrating how close those two arts are 
to each other. 


AGAIN AND AGAIN, Kelly returned to his thesis 
that the dance was the property and prerogative of men, 
not women, illustrating with the tremendously masculine 
and virile dances of Spain and Russia. In one of the best 
bits, Kelly demonstrated how our American tap dance de- 
veloped out of the Irish jigs and reels. Later Kelly 
teamed up with Patrick Adiarte, an enormously talented 
young dancer from “Flower Drum Song,” and the pair 
showed the extension of tap movements to the modern 
generation of young dancers. And the essay—for that’s 
what it was—closed with a vignette of some street corner 
idlers, fighting and loafing. 


It was a wonderful mixture of education and 
sheer visual fun, showing what TV can do in this 
line when it half tries. With the Fred Astaire 
show, soon to be repeated, already being picked 
as one of the all-time great TV shows, this is 
gradually shaping up as the best season the dance 
ever had on television. And Christmas night, “The 
Nutcracker” which was done last year, was re- 
peated by the City Center Ballet Company on 
Playhouse 90. 


IT MAY BE premature softening of the brain but I 
think this has been the most subdued Christmas season in 
many a year insofar as radio and television are concerned. 
Christmas was not beaten to death on the air as it has 
been in past years. Christmas on the radio, in particular, 
crept up on us with no more than a faint jingling of bells 
and no profanation of Christmas carols by constant over- 
use and misuse. 


The Christmasy television shows I saw were in won- 
derful taste. * was particularly taken with Perry Como’s 
show last Saturday. It was a marvel of appropriate senti- 
ment and restraint and a model of taste. This is the season 
for color television, all right, all right. Color television has 
improved enormously even in the last six months and the 
Christmas colors—the reds and greens against the white 
of snow—were breathtaking. “Amahl and the Night Visi- 
ters,” the annualy visitant opera on NBC, seemed lovelier 
than ever on color television. 


It’s a shame that, of all the networks, NBC 
alone is doing anything at all about broadcasting 
in color. Of course, you may say RCA (which owns 
NBC) has a huge stake in selling color sets—but 
the fact is that color television is a real joy to 
watch and, if they ever get it off the ground, the 
country at large will be the richer for it.

TRENDS AND TIP-OFFS: Is this a good time to buy 
a house? Price rises are almost inevitable, says one build- 
ing executive.

BEST-SELLING BOOKS are 


printed in St. Louis by the 
millions. Relatively few people 
know it. 

Quality reproductions of art 
masterpieces are made here, 
with little fanfare. Religious 
literature is printed in stagger- 
ing volume. 


From old-time loft shops in 
old buildings downtown, fidel- 
ity printing is turned out with 
far more craftsmanship than 
hoopla. In huge, modern fac- 
tories, great presses whir. 


In the textbook field alone, 
one venerable firm has turned 
out more than 20,000,000 vol- 
umes—and, yet, even many 
longtime St: Louis residents 
who pass it every day are 
hardly aware of its existence. 

The St. Louis area, in brief, 
has become a leading graphic 
arts center of the nation, a 
leader in the printing indus- 
try—with a national impact 
which, until recently, went 
largely unpublicized. There 
seemed almost a purposeful 
undersell. 

No more. 

The printing industry here 
has decided to toot its own 
horn and what conservatism 


remains is trembling in the 
blasts. 

“You Name It—We Can 
Print It!” 


That’s the new slogan of the 
Graphic Arts Association here, 
a message which, quite ap- 
propriately, is being carried 
in one of the newest, slickest 
and most specialized publica- 
tions ever turned out on the 
presses of St. Louis. 


The publication is called 
AD-Vantages. Three issues 
have been published over the 
past several months, a fourth 
is in the planning stage. The 
enterprise has attracted atten- 
tion across the country. 


This quarterly, published by 
the Advertising Club of St. 
Louis, represents co-operation 
between the Ad Club, the 
Graphic Arts Association and 
its member firms, the Art Di- 
rectors Club. 

Its purpose: 

“We are trying not only to 
keep St. Louis sold on itself, 
but we are also telling other 
graphic arts and advertising 
people in a 10-state area about 
St. Louis—and they're listen- 
ing,” said Hugo Autz, editor 
of AD-Vantages, past president 
of the Ad Club and editor of 
The Sporting Goods Dealer, 
published by the Sporting 
News. 

After looking over the three 
volumes, we went out to learn 
about the St. Louis printing in- 
dustry. The first thing we 
learned was that this could 
easily turn into a lifetime 
career, 

However, Fred E. Winsor, 
executive vice president of the 
Graphic Arts Association, a 
congenial and statistic-packed 
gentleman, gave us some high- 
lights. 

The association headquarters 
at 4537 West Pine is a three- 
story, remodeled residence with 
only a small sign by the front 
door to announce that it is a 
hub for the printing industry 
and some related fields. Her- 
bert M. Ross, of the Ross-Gould 
Co., is the current president. 


“The association in its 
original form began more 
than 50 years ago when 20 
printing companies banded 
together,” said Winsor. “It 
is an outgrowth of the old 
Ben Franklin clubs. Now 
there are 232 member firms. 
There are more than 400 
printing firms and publishers 
in St. Louis—the association 
represents some 85 per cent 
of the total volume.” 


Pinning down just what con- 
stitutes “the printing industry” 
isn’t very easy. it has a way of 
sliding over into publishing 
and advertising and various 
forms of related creativity. 

“No clear cut lines of demar- 
cation,” said Winsor. “Actually, 
our membership is boiled down 
to the simplest possible defini- 
tion: Those who actually create, 
or print, are active members; 
associate members cover other 
fields, such as suppliers.” 

“OK. How many St. Louis 
area people would you say 
derive their livelihood from 
this broad area called graphic 
arts?” 


“Some 25,000,” he said. 

“Is there some one statistic 
to give an idea of the scope of 
commercial printing here?” 

“Yes. The annual production

—that is, the finished product 
value — would be somewhere 
between $35,000,000 and $40,- 
000,000.” 

This printing—some 170 per 
cent is union and 30 per cent 
open shop—covers a range that 
can only be described as aston- 
ishing. Some industry leaders 
insist the graphic arts output 
here is the most diversified in 
the nation. 


We print medical text- 
books. Cigarette cartons. 
Beer and wine labels by the 
millions. Comic books. Huge 
billboard posters. Tiny 
matchbook covers. Every 
conceivable kind of enve- 
lope. 


Packaging printing alone is 
a multi-faceted business. 

Winsor, like most of the oth- 
ers we met in the industry, is 
aware of the romance of print- 
ing. 

In some shops, a sign is 
posted on the wall, We've seen 
it around a long time: never 
could ascertain the author. In 
part, it reads: 

“This is a printing office. 
Crossroads of civilization. The 
refuge of all the arts, against 
the ravages of time. Armory 
of fearless truth, against whis- 
pering rumor. Incessant trum- 
pet of trade. Friend—you 
stand on sacred ground. This 
is a printing office.” 

“Practically every man in 
his lifetime buys printing,” 
said Winsor. “And, from the 
birth certificate to the last will 
and testament, he uses it con- 
stantly. Yet, we think no more 
of it than we do the water 
which comes when we turn on 


the tap.” 
The industry continues to 
expand. Scarcely a week

Printing varies from _ that

British Getting Tough With 


By Alvin Steinkopf 


LONDON, Dec. 27 (AP). 
GREAT BRITAIN is trying 
to jolt its juvenile delinquents 
into being proper citizens. 


Unpleasant tastes of rigid 
discipline are being used to ac- 
complish what criminologists 
call “short, sharp shock treat- 
ment.” 

The treatment doesn’t last 
long—usually less than three 
months. But in 70 per cent of 
past cases, it is said to have 
curbed the young offenders’ 
anti-social tendencies. 


Though this looks promising, 
most officials agree it's too 
early to tell whether the ex- 
perimental program is a suc- 
cess. 

It started after a 1957 sur- 
vey showed juvenile crime up 
20 per cent. Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan ordered: 
“De-teddy the teddy boys.” 


Teddy boys are Britain's 
brand of juvenile delinquent. 
Reckless and arrogant, their 
dress copies the era of King 
Edward VII. Teddy is consid- 
ered a jazzy form of “Eddie.” 


Skin-tight trousers, long 
jackets on drooping shoulders, 
shoestring neckties, brightly 
colored vests and flowing hair 
are their trademark. 

From general rowdyism they 
advanced to crime — mostly 
burglary, muggings and as- 
saults. Their jackets sometimes 
conégal lengths of bicycle 


chains, brass knuckles, razors 
and switch knives. 

All this has mushroomed 
since World War II. 


Before Macmillan’s order, 
minor offenses meant proba- 
tion, or a term in a state-fi- 
nanced boarding school. 


Major crimes could bring— 
but seldom did—stiff, one to 
three year sentences in Borstal 
institutions, similar to Amer- 
ica’s reformatories. 

The detention centers and 
their “shock treatments” were 
begun as an “in between” 
punishment. Four camps are 
in operation, each with facili- 
ties for 75 offenders. Eight 
others will be opened if the 
need arises. 

Sentences range from two 
weeks to three months. Ages 
of inmates are 14 to 21 years. 


EACH CENTER is staffed by 
a warden and 15 officers—all 
experienced in some of Brit- 
ain’s roughest adult prisons. 
They are picked, however, for 
their understanding of young 
people. 

There are no educators or 


sociologists. 
In. most cases, the centers 
aren't the first brush the 


offenders have had with the 
law. For the most part they 
are the youngsters’ first taste 
of discipline. , 

The boys, housed in dormi- 
tories behind 15-foot fences, 
rise at 6 a.m. daily and study 
or work until bedtime at 9 p.m. 

It’s a rigid, tough grind. De- 


It branches out to include 
the huge field of industrial 
printing. Big companies—Mon- 
santo, Universal, Gaylord — 
maintain their own plants. Dur- 
ing World War II St. Louis was 
a center of map printing. Se- 
crecy and security were in- 
volved, and the farming out of 
portions of secret charts.

frocked of their long hair and 
flashy clothes, the teddies stand 
erect and step with lively ca- 
dence. They wear flannel suits 
with wide trousers.

AT MEALS, good table man- 
ners are the law. Boys under 
15 go to school on the prem- 
ises. Older boys work in the 
camp’s laundry, kitchen, gar- 
den or yard. The younger boys 
are separated from the older 
youths. 


There are few periods for 
recreation—perhaps table ten- 
nis, reading or listening to the 
radio. 

A prison officer watches the 
youths around the clock. 


A physician checks theiz 
health periodically. Clergymen 
give religious instruction. Bad 
language is a serious offense. 
A button undone, or a shoe 
lace untied, gets a severe rep- 
rimand. 

The teddy darns his own 
socks, makes his bed and has 
an army type inspection daily. 

Says one warden of the pro- 
gram: 

“Many of the boys, for the 
first time in their lives, are 
getting a taste of discipline, 
learning to be tidy and ab- 
sorbing some notion of respon- 
sibility and consideration for 
others.” 

While officials wait to assess 
its success, the program al- 
ready has given some teddies 
a new look — that of slightly 
clipped wings. 


ciation President Ross recalled 
the thrill of printing the B-29

There are many large, na- 
tionally-known firms here. In 
addition to the whopping out- 
put of more prosaic commercial 
printing, they turn out railroad 
tickets; cheese cartons and, as 
one speaker said wryly, “That 
big, wonderful market of third 
and second class mail that has 
become so much a part of the 
American Way of Life.”

There are too many firms, 
each with its own story, to list 
by name here without turning 
into a variation of the yellow 
pages — which, incidentally, 
were originated by a fabulous 
St. Louisan, the late Albert von 
Hoffmann, founder of the giant

Mr. Von Hoffman went into 
printing in his 50s, knowing 
little about it. He was inventor, 
sportsman, philanthropist, sales- 
man, idea man, financier—and 
cross-country balloonist. 

This firm, to show what has 
happened to printing here in 
general, has in 40 years grown 
from a small outfit to one of 
the largest printing houses in 
the Midwest. Fifty per cent of 
its business now comes from 
outside the St. Louis area. 

The quality—and diversified 
output — of St. Louis printing 
pulls in large amounts of trade 


from New York, Chicago, Can- 
ada. 
The textbooks of Webster 


Publishing Co., 1808 Washing- 
ton avenue, are a standard in 
the ‘trade. The firm is now 
spearheading the drive to 
make school books as painless 
as possible. 


Little Golden Books have

Little Golden 
Books, of course, are only part 
of Western's output, but this 
is the part most likely to catch 
the visitor's imagination, 


And Western typifies the 
printing industry spirit; when 
a special press was needed they 
built it themselves. 


The story of these books, in- 
cidentally, is a strange one, 
Some 16 years ago, at the out- 
set, their existence was thought 
to be shaky, and of short life 
expectancy. 


Book stores were cool to 
the Simon & Schuster idea. 
The retail outlets thought 
that, in the first place, 25 
cent books would not sell 
and that, even if they did, 
they might kill the sale of 
more expensive books. 


The customer was the final 
judge, however. A large load 
of Little Golden Books was 
shipped to a small book- 
seller in Connecticut—within 
36 hours, 864 of them had 
been sold—the total soon 
mounted to millions an- 
nually, 


From Western to a smaller 
firm, Johnson, Inc., is quite a 
transition, both in size and in 
the atmosphere of present and 
past. But with one thing in 
common. Quality. 


Mr. Bob Johnson has been 
a printer since 1917 and he has 
been the route; newspapering 
run of the hook, the works. 
He has a pretty good-sized out- 
fit now with a considerable 
number of employes up on the 
fifth floor of one of those (216) 
South Seventh street buildings 
where you go up in an old- 
fashioned elevator with gates 
you have to stoop under.

Laugh Situation on 
Broadway--Good 


BROADWAY IS DOING very well in the laugh department 
this season. On a trip to New York from which I returned 
this past week, I found jokes, gags, and comic situations flying 
all over the theatrical district. 

“The Pleasure of His Company,” a comedy by Samuel Tay- 
lor “with Cornelius Otis Skinner,” whatever that means, is a 
solid success in its tenth week at the Longacre, a thoroughly 
delightful and airy comedy of manners glossed with some 
smart and adroit performances. 

Cyril Ritchard, who also directed, is that most surefire of 
comedy subjects—the charming heel. An international play- 
boy, bon vivant and sophisticate, he decides to show up for the 
wedding of his daughter whom he hasn't bothered to see in 
15 years. He takes over the San Francisco home of her 
remarried mother, pre-empting the room with the best view. 


He proceeds to enchant his daughter with his con- 
tinental savoir faire and wit, making her fiance, an 
earnest, solid and wealthy young bull-breeder, look 
extremely stodgy by comparison. He even makes a 
casual pass at his former wife (“just testing”) and fur- 
ther outrages her husband by appropriating his best 
brandy. He tries to lure away his hosts’ Oriental 
houseboy. He even tops himself by proposing that his 
daughter leave her dull groom waiting at the church 
and fly off with him for a year’s yacht cruise of the 
Mediterranean, doing such mad, mad things as climb- 
ing the Matterhorn and swimming the Hellespont. 


THAT THIS DEBONAIR MACHIAVELLI itsn't murdered 
out of hand is due, of course, to Mr. Taylor’s skill in construct- 
ing polite and unfailingly witty and intelligent comedy and 
making it stick, and Mr. Ritchard’s enormous aplomb. There 
is no malice in the man. His outrageousness is tossed off with 
an air of cheery good will towards all, and he manages to be 
completely winning—to the audience, that is. I was sure no 
one would even strike him. It seemed the people whose snug 
household he was churning into a turmoil were too stunned 
for that. Cornelia Otis Skinner did give him one little slap, 
but was immediately plunged into remorse. 

It is a superior cast and a polished production. Miss Skin- 
ner is the wary mother who again is outfenced by the dashing 
poseur who once ditched her. Walter Abel is her protesting 
present husband who almost breaks a toe in an outraged plunge 
down the stairs into the living room—a hilarious moment. 
Charlie Ruggles is the faintly cynical grandfather who likes to 
quote Thoreau as he shoots dry little darts into the heel’s 
armor. Dolores Hart as the daughter is so refreshing and 
engaging she dispels the feeling of intellectual incest in the air. 


Packed to standing room only at every perform- 
ance at the Royale, is a disarmingly engaging and zany 
little French musical revue, “La Plume de Ma Tante,” 
now in its seventh week. You might call this a Gallic 
Olsen and Johnson, except that it is much more effort- 
less, infectious and gay than that. Here the art of 
joyous slapstick and clever, often completely mad pan- 
tomime is at its best and funniest. 


YOU GET THE MOOD when Robert Dhery, who devised, 
directed and stars in this antic, comes out and announces in 
more-or-less English that the leading lady cannot appear, she 
has been suddenly taken ill. As a matter of fact, he murmurs, 
she has had too much to drink. But the show is ready to go on. 
At this juncture a player comes out in his undershirt, still 
shaving. We have such things as a helpless little clown, Pierre 
Olaf. unable to go along with a police bicycle squad drill 
because he is embarrassed by ‘‘all those people out there.” 

Everything keeps going hilariously wrong. The male 
dancer in a classic ballet finds a large rent in the seat of his 
tights. As waiters whisk around columns in a brisk satiric pre- 
sentation of a ball, the wine disappears from the glasses on 
their trays by magic and as suddenly reappears. Baritone 
Michael Kent, and a good one too, has to duck uncomfortably 
to prevent being hit by a flowered swing with a girl in it as 
he sings her a sentimental song. One pair of legs in a chorus 
precision number always seems to be kicking the wrong way. 
A strip-teaser just cannot get that last and most vital zipper 
unzipped. Doors bang open and shut in a string of dressing 
booths on a beach, but a baffled young man cannot ever quite 
manage a view of the pretty girl in the booth next to him, no 
matter how he maneuvers. 

There are other facets, of course. A would-be pas- 
senger, waiting patiently on an airplane ramp, is told 

all planes are zeroed in for the night. So with a great 

whir he takes off on his own into the air. There is a 

wistful interlude of two clowns in the colorful cheer- 

fulness of the Tuileries gardens. And a whimsical and 
beguiling classic when four monks, tolling the bells, 
gradually work into a gay little jazz tempo. 


ANOTHER REWARDING COMEDY is “Once More, With 
Feeling,” now in its tenth week at the National. It is playwright 
Harry Kurnitz’s thesis thaf all musicians are utterly mad, and 
he goes pretty far toward proving it. Joseph Cotten is a tem- 
pestuous egomaniac orchestral conductor who is noted for 
his maltreatment of orchestras. He has conducted every famous 
orchestra—just once. As his manager says, he “uses orchestras 
like Kleenex,” and is running out of them. There are such 
maniacal off-stage tantrums as smashing a violinist’s fiddle and 
tearing the shirt off another's back. 

Now the tall, spare, essentially cold Mr. Cotten isn’t any- 
body's idea of a temperamental! conductor—that is, he doesn’t 
have wild hair, curling mustachios, glaring black eyes and a 
foreign accent. His ire seems to be of the cutting, harsh kind. 
But granting his miscasting, he still does a convincing job. 


Arlene Francis, a comedienne of perception and 
sophistication, is clever as the former wife who must 
get him out of all his scrapes. It appears she wants to 
divorce him and marry a stuffed shirt. Except they 
never were actually married, so they will have to be 
married in secret so they can get respectably divorced. 
Get it? The play stretches a thin plot a long way, but 
it’s amusing. Some of the best lines go to Joseph 
Buloff, as the hard-pressed manager, and Leon Belasco 
as a gloomy, spaniel-eyed violinist. 


TO “THE GAZEBO,” a comedy at the Lyceum, which 


opened two weeks ago, we are indebted for allowing us another | 


view of the droll Walter Slezak, and to improving our vocabu- 
lary. A gazebo, we learn from a hasty glance at our big 
dictionary, is a summer-house. Here it is a plot gimmick, a 
gingerbread structure under which Mr. Slezak buries the body 
of a supposed blackmailer after he shoots at him in the dark 
in his gaudy modernistic Long Island living room. 

There are diverting moments in this play by Alec Coppel 
in which Mr. Slezak sets about disposing of the corpse with 
clumsy elaborateness, and when he sweats out the realization 
he has shot the wrong man and doesn’t know who it is. But 
mostly the plot is as mechanical and tinny as a cheap Christmas 
toy, and it is Mr. Slezak, looking like an amiable hippopotamus, 
who turns it into a tickling, if minor, piece of entertainment. 
Jayne Meadows is trim, smart and chipper as his wife, a famous 
television panelist. Let anyone dare say SHE is miscast!

NEW YORK, Dec. 27 (UPD. 

HOW DID OUR TV garden grow in 1958?

The perfumes 
emanating from these 
bouquets seduced view- 
ers. into accepting the 
TV garden’s weed-cov- 
ered plots and marshy 
lots of mediocrity other- 
wise. 

The com- 
ing year should bear a 
close resemblance to the 
except for the lack 
of quizzes.

TV is made of — West- 
erns, game shows, situation comedies, filmed adventure 
and dramatic shows, variety formats—are in no danger. 

There is, however, one factor in the 1959 picture that 


may have repercussions on televiewing. In mid-April, Skia- 


tron plans to bring pay-TV into Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. If this system succeeds, the TV networks will under- 
go some agonizing reappraisals. 


As for the past year, here is how it struck one viewer: 

COMEDY—A special “Omnibus” show boosted Mike 
Nichols and Elaine May to comedy stardom. Other strong 
new additions: Wayne and Shuster, Peter Ustinov, Shelly 
Berman, Tom Poston, Louis Nye. 

Among the “old pros,”’ Gracie Allen retired and George 
Burns stayed on; Jack Benny celebrated his fortieth birth- 
day (24 years late); Victor Borge’s zany ‘Comedy and 
Music” had two showings: Cliff Arquette as Charlie Weaver 
made it big on the Jack Paar show; Jack Paar made it too; 
Sid Caesar came back with a half-hour show in January 
and faded in May; comic George Gobel shared a weekly 
variety format with singer Eddie Fisher. 

Milton Berle played a straight dramatic part in Feb- 
ruary, enlivened the Emmy Awards show with a 12-minute 
monologue in April and paid for his indiscretion by being 
put back on a weekly comedy show in October—a show 
that will fade in March; Garry Moore gave up a successful 
daytime show to launch a still shaky nighttime variety 
hour; Desilu (sometimes known as Lucille Ball and Desi 
Arnaz) signed an $11,000,000 contract with Westinghouse 
and began producing one-hour weekly filmed programs to 
replace “Studio One.” 

Ed Wynn got caught in the filmed situation comedy 
meatgrinder but his show is done as of the end of this 
year; Jerry Lewis, unable to develop a sure-fire TV format, 
developed an ulcer instead; Jackie Gleason launched a 
comedy show, appeared in an adaptation of “Time of Your 
Life,” and dropped in for some informal chit-chat on 
Arthur Godfrey's TV shows; Bob Hope brought some Mus- 
egvite mirthmakers to American TV screens; Academy 
Ss td. winner Red Buttons appeared in TV's “Hansel 
Gretel.” 

DRAMA—*‘Matinee Theater” departed despite John 
@nd Ruth Conte, who collected $312,000 from loyal viewers 
in ‘an effort to keep the show going. The money is being 
refunded.

‘Wite Easier to Sell’ 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27 (UPI). 


WE WOMEN are easy marks for salesmen. It’s the 
husband who usually resists the quickly closed deal. 

Who says so? A salesman and executive, who has been 
peddling or telling others how to peddle household appli- 
ances for the last 45 years. 

“If today’s housewife doesn’t own some specific labor 
saver, she wants it,” said A. L. McCarthy, vice president of 
the Eureka Williams Corp. subsidiary which makes vacuum 
cleaners. 

“And what she wants, she gets,” said McCarthy, sound- 
ing just like a line out of a Broadway musical hit, “Damn 
Yankees.” 

“The wife is always easier to sell,” he continued. 
“Why? because she runs the man, that’s why. After a while, 
he learns this.” 

To show how salesmen often have to overcome mainly 
stubbornness, he told of one Kansas City family he once 
called on. Those were the days yhen he was ringing door- 
bells. “The woman wanted a cleaner badly,” said McCarthy. 
“Her husband kept saying, my grandmother used a broom. 
My mother used a broom. You can use a broom’.” 

“The next day,” said McCarthy, “I just called 

on the husband at his office. The first thing I 

noticed was this fancy pencil sharpener. I thought. 

well, I’ve lost this sale anyway, so I just indicated 

he was a cheap skate. Five dollars he could spend 

on a pencil sharpener but nothing to make life 

easier for his wife.” 

McCarthy made the sale. 


>» MecCARTRY, a rugged looking, good-humored man in | 


his 60s, has used this approach and other techniques to sell 
some $500,000,000 worth of home appliances in his 45 years 
in the business. 

A native of Wooster, O., he and his wife now live in 
Chicago. He gets so self-sold on the product at hand that, 
discussing a new crop of cleaners, he looked at me and 
said: “‘They’re so good, I often get to the point where I 
can’t exaggerate anymore.” 

But pitchman McCarthy rather misses a fading bit of 
Americana—the door-to-door salesman. “Now,” he said, 
“we use the indirect approach. We push products through 
newspaper ads, through television and radio commercials. 

“But to me the doorbell route was the sure 
route. You'd be surprised how lenesome women 
get. They'll listen to a salesman just to break 
the monotony.” 

> MeCARTHY BELIEVES there is a basic reason why 
today’s woman buys so readily. 

“She's already motivated, through advertising, through 
reading the newspapers, the home-furnishing magazines. 

“She still wants to keep up with the Joneses. If she 
walks and the neighbor rides, she wants a car. If the neigh- 
bor get a new car, all of a sudden her family’s looks dated. 
Human nature doesn’t change.” 

I asked McCarthy whether his own wife was such an 
easy sell. 

“She's a pushover,” he answered. “But if you write 
that, I probably won't dare go back to Chicago.”

shoes that are so elongated the 
toes turn up, harlequin-like. 


It has been a year of experi- 
mentation with silhouettes, 
with skirt lengths, with colors, 
and with many other phases 
of fashion. Most of the ex- 
perimentation, unfortunately, 
has proved to be unflattering 
to the average American wom- 
an. She has been buffeted 
about, trying to make the best 
of blousons, chemises, Empires 
and bubble skirts insofar as 


silhouettes were involved. She 
tried her hemlines longer in

Thus on a morning a week or so ago a big farm truck 


turned in at our driveway not long after daylight ard out 
climbed a husky, well-bundled-up fellow in coveralls and a cap 


with earmuffs. 

It might have been any of a 
dozen neighbors on any of a 
dozen errands. But soon I 
recognized our good friend the 


Rev. Vincent Bucher of Shan- 


nondale Community House, 
over on Highway 19 between 
Salem and Round Spring. Vin- 
cent can drive a truck and 
guide a plow as well as he can 
preach and lead the singing; 
and Shannondale is the mission 
of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church which for many 
years has served the folks who 
live in the steep hollows that 
run down the Current River. 
Possum Trot is off the beaten 
track for Vincent and I asked 
what had brought him our way. 
For answer he climbed into the 
back of the truck and handed 


down to me sé€veral bundles 
of small logs. sawed to con- 
venient fireplace length and 


held together with steel bands. 
Each bundle was marked with 
a Sign stenciled in brightly col- 
ored letters on a rough, fresh- 
sawed board: “OZARK YULE 
LOGS from Shannondale 
Church Forest.” And then in 
red was marked the particular 
location from which the logs 
had come. Our own three 
bundles had been cut in Chick- 
en Hawk Hollow and on Jug 
Hill and Bat Ridge,

logs were going to the city 
where they would be sold to 
the lots were Christmas trees 
are displayed and we hope that 
you happened onto one of them. 
If you did there is no doubt 
your Christmas hearth - fire 
burned more brightly, as ours 
has done. 

The Yule log project, of 
course, has for its purpose the 
utilization of oak tops and 
limbs from timber cutting 
which would otherwise go to 
waste, but will now add some 
income to the logging opera- 
tion. Nor do many of us, even 
in the Ozarks, realize how 
badly this extra income is often 
needed. Here in our hills, ex- 
cept where the new lead and 
iron mines have opened up 
limited employment, we have 


shared little of the nation’s 
prosperity in recent § years. 
Many of our farms and rural 


homesteads offer little employ-. | 


ment or profit opportunity, so 
that family incomes are small 
and young people leave for 
jobs in the cities, 


This was just one of 


things Vincent and I talked 
about when we went into the 
kitchen, put on the coffee pot 
and spent a half-hour survey 
ing the year that is drawi 

to a close and the one whi 

lies ahead. Even aside from 
the problems of our Ozark 
people, all was not sweetness 


and light in the world we 
looked upon. ; 
We live in a time when 


problems multiply with our 
material prosperity, when each 
scientific advance increases 
the tensions between gréat 
powers, when vast depressed 
populations exert terrific pres- 
sures on the status quo, when 
our explorations of the uni- 
verse seem chiefly to bring 
closer the day when man can 
wipe all life from earth in the 
twinkling of an eye. Little 
wonder the average human be- 
ing feels totally helpless in the 
face of these problems. 

But with the second cup of 
coffee we cheered up a bit, for 
now we could agree that there 
are still countless millions of 
men and women of good will 
all over the world. And we 
decided there might be hope 
if these millions would dig 
more deeply into life and its 
meaning, become less satisfied 
with shallow slogans and the 
kind of peace of mind that 
comes from blanking out the 
mind entirely, and plan how 
all men might live more close- 
ly to that universal law which 
is the law of man’s Creator. 

Somehow after Vincent had 
left, the spirit of the holiday 
season seemed to move closer. 
We thought of the good things 
that have happened during the 
year that is slipping away and 
the opportunities which these 
very things have created for 
the year ahead. We thought 
especially of friends both new 
and old, of those who have 
visited us at Possum Trot dur- 
ing the year and have written 
us from all parts of America 
at this Christmas season.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


MANY KINDS of paint and 
varnish removers contain sol- 
vents which are highly inflam- 
mable. If you have to use a 
remover indoors when it’s not 
possible to get good ventila- 
tion and where there are open 
flames, be sure to use a type 
which is non-inflammable. 


PADLOCKS exposed to the 
weather in winter often fail 
to work because moisture in- 
side the lock freezes. A piece 
of rubber placed over the lock 
and tacked at the top will keep 
rain from getting inside the 
lock. And if a lock freezes, 
never use hot water to thaw 
it. The correct method is to 
heat the key or place the key 
in the lock and then apply heat 
to the key.

His family formula for a happy 1959

HOLLYWOOD. 
Please! Don’t ask me to mention any names. The fact 
is that happy, well-adjusted show business families 
here are just about as rare as thriving capitalists in 
Russia. 

If mother is a top-flight actress, chances are she’s 
been divorced at least once and made marriage sec- 
ondary to her career. If father’s a well-known enter- 
tainment figure, he’s probably an ego-ridden ham who 
neglects his children in favor of himself. Harsh words, 
to be sure, but true. 

One immediate and standout exception is the fam- 
ily of Art Linkletter. At 46, multimillionaire Art (real 
name: Arthur Gordon Kelley) is the nation’s most 
popular and beloved TV master of ceremonies. His 
three programs, House Party, People Are Funny and 
Linkletter and the Kids, are seen and enjoved each 
week by more than 35,000,000 viewers. His book, 
Kids Say the Darndest Things, has been a best-seller 
for months. 

Linkletter and his pert, pretty wife Lois, are the 
parents of five children, three girls and two bovs 
ranging in age from 10 to 21. This brood along with 
Dad and Mom are recognized as the most wholesome, 
happy, salutary, fun-loving family in the entire show 
business colony. 

None of the Linkletter children has ever been 
guilty of drunk-driving, smoking marijuana, passing

bad checks or setting fire to the garage, which is not 
true of the children of other stars I can think of. None 
of Art’s kids has ever gone to a psychiatrist. 

They are polite, pleasant, bright, healthy, well- 
mannered, well-integrated children who love and re- 
spect parents and people. They generate no resent- 
ments, no hostility quotient, no Freudian complexes, 
only love. They are a tribute to their parents, and 
their parents proudly take credit for them. 

Linkletter, who is an authority on children by vir- 
tue of having studied and interviewed more than 
50,000 in his 25 years as an emcee, has developed a 
set of rules parents should follow as a formula for 
family happiness. 


Artful Rules 


In Art’s words here they are: 

“1) Include your children in all your plans, proi- 
ects and problems, not just some. Children want des- 
perately to belong to your world, to feel that they are 
privy to your most secret thoughts. Never shut them 
out. For example, if you're shy $200 and have to go 
to a bank or a finance company for a loan, it’s good 
to let the kids in on it. If you plan to buy a new car, 
take a family vote. Ask each child's opinion. If you 
dream of having a bigger house some day, discuss 
your dream with the children. Make them an integral 
part of every aspect of your life. 

“A few years ago I joined a syndicate called Terri- 
tory Rice Ltd. that planned to buy 800,000 acres of 
land in Australia for large-scale rice cultivation. | 
told the whole family about it. Next thing I knew the 
kids were reading all the books and material on Aus- 
tralia they could get. They approved the idea and felt 
they were part of the deal. In fact, they got so fasci- 
nated by the whole project that I went ahead and 
bought another 8,000 acres Down Under for a sheep 
and cattle ranch. 

“2.) Eat at least one meal a day with your children, 
preferably the evening meal. And make it a rule that 
nothing unpleasant can be discussed at this meal. 

“Many families use dinnertime as a debating ses- 
sion. Food servings are punctuated by bickerings or 
harried accounts of the day’s troubles. This discussion 
may prove provocative to some families, but it’s defi- 
nitely not good for the digestion. About 10 years ago 
when my oldest, Jack, was 11, Lois and I got to- 
gether and decided that dinnertime in our house 
would be fun-time and story-time. The children can 
say whatever they like, only it’s got to be pleasant or 
funny or positive. When dinner is over, we adjourn 
to the living room or the back yard. Then I’m ready 
for the complaints and arguments. Funny thing, how- 
ever —- so many of their problems and fights seem to 
dwindle to nothing after the kids have enjoyed a half 


hour of good fun and laughter at the dinner table. 

“3) Discipline your children. Without discipline 
and strict rules of conduct, children are lost. They 
must have boundaries. They need and want these des- 
perately. They cherish authority and a sense of values. 

“In our house no one brings the children a glass of 
water. They. help themselves. When I say, ‘O.K., it’s 
bedtime, turn off the TV,’ they do it the first time. 
There’s no whimpering or please for ‘just five more 
minutes, Dad.’ 

“Children are individuals and must be treated as 
such. Each one of ours gets a different set of rewards 
and punishments. Lois and I used to spank Dawn but 
never touched Sharon. Jack used to have his own tele- 
phone in his room. As soon as his school grades turned 
sour, the phone was disconnected. The period you 
run into trouble is when children turn 12 and 13 and 
Start going to other kids’ homes. They come back with 
different behavior ideas observed in other households. 
That’s when you've got to put your foot down and 
say, ‘This is how we do it in our house, darling.’ 

“4°) Spend your vacations and as much time as pos- 
sible with your children. Make them feel that you 
want them with you whenever and wherever you're 
about to have an enjoyable experience. So many par 
ents talk about ‘getting away from the kids.’ Some even 
refer to them as ‘the little monsters.’ A big mistake. 
Children resent parents who don't enjoy them. It’s a 
cardinal sin to make any child feel unwanted even for 
a little while. The effect on his personality is negative 
and enduring. It turns him inward. 

“Lois and I take our children everywhere, to Eu 
rope, to Hawaii, to Sequoia. You say it costs money. 
Sure, it does. But how about a camping trip? How 
about a picnic at the beach? How about a trip to the 
local museum? These are the binding and memorable 
experiences children remember. Going to the ball 
game with Dad. Going fishing. Just taking walks 
through the woods. 


Any Excuse for a Party 


“5) Throw parties in. your home every few weeks. 
Children need happy events and cheerful occasions 
to look forward to. It makes their lives more bountiful 
and meaningful. It also makes them love their home 
and everyone in it. It teaches them sharing with and 
consideration for others. 

We Linkletters throw a party for every occasion you 
can think of. We throw parties for the coming of 
spring, the last day of winter, birthdays, graduations, 
anniversaries. We even have a party when my mother- 
in-law visits us from San Diego. I’m probably the 
only man in the country who can make that claim. 

“In the Linkletter family we look for events to cele- 
brate. Diane, my 10-year-old, has a dog. We even 
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celebrate his birthday. When son Jack got engaged, 
this was a big event. When he got married, that was 
even bigger. When his wife gave birth to our first 
grandchild, a boy named Michael Arthur, the event 
called for great festivities. Take five children, multi- 
ply all the occasions they can think of, and you can 
see why we Linkletters are always having a party. 
Parties make for a happy environment, and a happy 
environment makes for bright, out-going, generous 
children. It also reminds Dad that he’s got to show up, 
since missing a party at our house is a pretty unfor- 
givable crime. In short make your home the happiest 
place your children can think of, the one spot they'd 
rather be in than any other.” 

The above rules are not glib or superficial. They 
are the result of much experience, time, thought and 
study. Children have always been Art Linkletter’s 
magnificent obsession. He is West Coast chairman of 
the Foster Parents Plan for War Orphans under which 
he cares for four orphans in France, Germany, Greece 
and Italy. He also is a member of the Los Angeles 
board of the Boy Scouts of America and the Y.M.C.A. 
As Honorary Mayor of Hollywood he has worked long 
and hard at raising money for children’s hospitals. 

At a recent charity auction for the benefit of blind 
children, he announced that the highest bidder would 
have the opportunity to hit him right smack in the 
face with a chocolate pie. The winner was a lady in 
her sixties who bid more than $200. She walked to the 
stage, grabbed the platter, wound up like Lew Bur- 
dette and slammed the pie squarely in Linkletter’s 
face. Then she sat down and with a flourish wrote out 
her check. Four days later it bounced. Art made the 
check good himself. 

The reason Linkletter is so profoundly interested 
in the welfare of children is that he had a miserable, 
love-barren, poverty-stricken childhood himself. 

He was born in Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, on July 


17, 1912, to a pair of Canadian educators who put 
him up for adoption when he was a year old. 

He was adopted by an elderly couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
F. J. Linkletter. Mr. Linkletter was an itinerant shoe- 
maker and evangelist who took his adopted infant to 
Lowell, Mass., and subsequently to San Diego. 

Here, Mr. Linkletter, responding to the “call,” be- 
came a mild sort of religious fanatic, preaching on 
street corners, ordering son Art to pass the hat and 
beat the triangle in impromptu open-air revival meet- 
ings. The family lived in abject poverty, frequently 
went hungry, subsisted more than once on church 
handouts. Home was anywhere. In order to survive 
Mrs. Linkletter took in sewing, her husband cobbled 
shoes from time to time, young Art mowed lawns, sold 
newspapers, ran errands, never felt he could com- 
municate with his aging father. 


He’s Made up for the Past 


When he was 12, Art discovered accidentally that 
he was an adopted son. The knowledge that his real 
parents hadn't loved him enough to keep and raise 
him filled the boy with pain and anguish. It also in- 
spired in him a tremendous overpowering drive “to 
show them,” a determination to compensate for his 
lack of family love and money. This is undoubtedly 
why Art Linkletter today dips his financial oar in more 
water than practically any other figure in show busi- 
ness. Linkletter owns bowling alleys, toy companies, 
uranium mines, cattle ranches, oil wells and is on the 
directorial boards of several business corporations. 

A millionaire many times over, he still suffers the 
traumatic effects of his boyhood poverty so that he 
remains a conservative man with a dollar. 

He owes much of his absorbing interest in people 
to the Y.M.C.A. As a youngster he operated the tele- 
phone switchboard at the San Diego Y, acquired a 
pleasant phonic facility, later became a Y camp coun-

selor and hotel clerk. “The Y7 he says, “was pretty 
nearly everything to me. I learned to swim there, to 
play handball, to become a lifeguard. I learned how 
to get along with other kids and to develop my body.” 

Linkletter worked his way through San Diego State 
College, waiting on table and working as a part-time 
radio announcer at KGB, San Diego. His wife, the 
former Lois Foerster, says, “Art was an outgoing, ex- 
trovertive bigshot in college. He was a crack athlete, 
a glib politician, a smooth flirter. Matter of fact many 
girls thought he was a regular ‘wolf.’ The truth is | 
was never introduced to him. He got my phone num 
ber from one of his fraternity brothers and called me 
at home. He asked for a date but I told him my mother 
never let me date any boy she didn’t know. He said, 
‘Please put your mother on the phone.’ He then pro- 
ceeded to tease, kid and charm her out of all her 
objections. Two years later we were married. At the 
time I was sure of only two things: one, we were both 
in love; two, Art would certainly make his mark in 
the world.” 

The Linkletters have been married 23 years and 
have never been separated except for a couple of days 
when Art went hunting at a “ladies-not-allowed” hunt 
club. Over the years, introvertive Lois Linkletter has 
watched with quiet pride as enterprising Art worked 
his way up to show producer, then to master of cere- 
monies, then to joint-owner with John Guedel of 
People Are Funny and House Party. 

“My husband is one of those dynamic, irrepressi- 
ble men,” she sa¥s, “for whom career and financial 
success are inevitable. What counts most to me, how- 
ever, is that he’s also a successful husband and father. 
Having known such little happiness as a boy, you'd 
think he’d want to hoard and savor what he has now. 
But he doesn’t. He wants most to share his happiness 
with children, ours and everyone else’s. In my book 
that makes him a successful human being.” a

T HAS BEEN 8 great year for quotes. All kinds 
I of quotes — witty, profound, prophetic and 
poignant. As 1958 moved along, I put aside the 
significant phrases of all manner of men and 
women. Now, collected for PARADE, you will 
see that they compactly reflect the moods and 
events that have made 1958 a memorable year. 

Perhaps the most humble and appealing quo- 
tation of the year is from the woman who was 
named American Mother of the Year, Mrs. May 
Roper Coker of Hartsville, South Carolina: 

“I never thought that you should be rewarded 
for the greatest privilege of life.” 


Although President Eisenhower is not famous 
as a coiner of phrases, here is a quotation from 
an Eisenhower speech back in January which 
may be remembered: 

“What counts is not necessarily the size of the 
dog in the fight. It’s the size of the fight in the 
dog.” 


As statesmen traded remarks, serions and 
flippant, the Army’s former research chief, Lieut. 
Gen. James Gavin, made a bold space-age pre- 
diction (also see above ): 

“Make no mistake about it. The first man who 
will walk on the moon has already been born. I 
hope in America.” 


There was much progress with the atomic- 
‘powered submarine, Nautilus, which success- 
fully negotiated a crossing under the North Pole. 
Of that progress, Adm. H. G. Rickover told a 
Senate committee : 

“One of the most wonderful things that hap- 
pened in our Nautilus program was that every- 
body knew it was going to fail — so they let us 
completely alone and we were able to do the job.” 


A different sort of exploration centered also 
around distant polar regions. Sir Edmund Hil- 
lary, who scaled Mt. Everest a few years ago, 
made the first successful expedition by overland 
route to the South Pole since its discovery in 
1911. As he neared the pole, Sir Edmund 
messaged : 

“I AM HELL-BENT FOR THE SOUTH 
POLE — GOD WILLING AND CREVASSES 
PERMITTING.” 

Shortly afterwards came this terse, victorious 
word from Sir Edmund at the pole: 

“STEERING BY THE SUN FROM EAR- 
LIER FIXES WE CAME BANG ON BASE.” 


Behind the high walls of the Kremlin, the top 
bosses of the Soviet Union have long deliber- 
ated and then tossed out their propagandistic 


proposals. But it was not until the coming of 
Nikita Khrushchev that a little humor was inter- 
jected. He tried to keep it up this year with such 
remarks as this: 

“Why don’t we begin by agreeing on simple 
things? A summit conference could be like a 
meal —— begin with hors d'oeuvres, then go to 
the soup and meat courses.” 


Toward the year’s end, a brand new name 
commanded the front page: Pope John XXIII. 
There is every indication that the former Cardi- 
nal Patriarch of Venice will be a strong church 
leader. In his coronation address he declared he 
would, first of all, be a pastoral Pope: 

“We have at heart in a very special manner 
our task as shepherd of the entire flock. All the 
other human qualities — learning, diplomatic 
perceptiteness and tact, organizing ability — 
can succeed in embellishing and complement- 
ing the reign of a Pontiff, but they cannot in 
any way serve as substitutes for this.” 


So there was a new Pope. And a new Prince of 
Wales, too, succeeding to an ancient title last 
borne by the present Duke of Windsor. As the 
Empire and Commonwealth Games were being 
played at Cardiff, Wales, Queen Elizabeth I 
told her people: 

“This is a great year for Wales. I have de- 
cided to mark it further by an act which will, I 
hope, give as much pleasure to all Welshmen as 
it does to me. | intend to create my son Charles 
Prince of Wales today. When he is grown up, 
I will present him to you at Caernarvon.” 


Later in the year, Queen Elizabeth rode 
through the streets of London with the president 
of West Germany, Theodor Heuss. With memo- 
ries of two wars still lingering, some were criti- 
cal. But President Heuss said generously:

cent were cheering me — and those were Ger- 
man tourists.” 


The Collegiate Aga Khan 


In the fall, the new Aga Khan, now in the 
second year of his reign, returned to take up his 
studies at Harvard. Looking back on my own 
college days there, I found a nostalgic under- 
standing in the words of the new Aga: 

“Coming back to school, with a year of travel 
behind me, I'm driven by a desire to know more. 
This is a warm and happy place when it is your 
last year and you know what you want.” 


Among other new names on the front pages of 
our newspapers were Potter Stewart, appointed 
to the Supreme Court; Van Cliburn, the pianist 
from Texas; Yves Mathieu Saint Laurent, suc- 
cessor to fashion designer Christian Dior; and 
the Unknown Soldiers of World War II and the 
Korean conflict, entombed at last at Arling- 
ton... 
John Metzler, Superintendent, Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery made this moving comment: 

“I will tell each person what | have told others 
in the past — that exactly who the men on the 
hill are is not as important as the fact that they 
are there. Being there, they are not only repre- 
sentative of other men who died unknown, but 
of all men who-have fought for America. For 
that reason, they belong to all of us.” 


Music for American Ears 


Youthful Justice Potter Stewart, just 43, on 
the quality a judge needs above all: 


“Fairness is really what justice is.” 


Van Cliburn, at 23, winner at Moscow's in- 
ternational piano festival: 

“I think that long after the people have for- 
gotten who won the Tchaikovsky competition 
they will remember that an American won it. 


This is important.” 


Yves Mathieu Saint Laurent, only 22, gave 
few interviews at the House of Dior: 

“I have always loved to be alone. | am a man 
of solitude. My three secrets in life are simplic- 
ity, solitude and a moral esthetic sense.” 


In the realm of business, ad executive Charles 
Brower elaborated on his “goof-off” remark (see 
above ) in this way: 

“This is the great era of the goof-off, the age 
of the half-done job. The land from coast to 
coast has been enjoying a stampede away from 
responsibility. It is populated with laundry men 
who won't iron shirts, with waiters who won't 
serve, with carpenters who will come around 
some day maybe, with executives whose minds 
are on the golf course, with teachers who de- 
mand a single salary schedule so that achieve- 
ment cannot be rewarded, with students who 
take cinch courses . . .” 


Then there was Nathan Leopold, paroled 
after more than 33 years of a life term given him 
for the thrill slaying of a Chicago boy. Leopold’s 
release was reported in this widely quoted “lead” 
sentence by John Justin Smith of the Chicago 
Daily News: 

“Nathan Leopold walked out of Stateville 
Prison Thursday into the wonderful world of 
free men. He promptly got sick.” 
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SAID IN 1958 


In his tribute at W. C. Handy’s funeral (see 
above) Congressman Adam Clayton Powell, Jr., 
declared in his Harlem church: 

“His personal blues are now finished. No 


more the problems of Beale Street. No more the ~~ 
irritations of Memphis. No more the vexation of \. 


the St. Louis woman. No more the cynical ‘Love, 
Oh Love, Oh Careless Love.’ Gabriel now has an 
understudy —a side man.” 


The miracle of birth made former President 
Truman a grandfather for the first time. His 
daughter, Margaret Truman Daniel, said: 

“W hat our son wants to be when he grows up 
will be his decision. I wouldn't particularly want 
him to be President; the odds are small he'd ever 
make it anyway.” 


At mid-year I celebrated my eightieth birth- 
day. A youngster, Irving Berlin, had. his seven- 
tieth. I had to agree with his birthday interview 
with Gilbert Millstein:

A Chicagoan, distinguished only by the fact 
that he was facing his thirteenth robbery charge 
at age 72, made this wry joke (also above ): 

“Old burglars never die. They just steal away.” 


And Pablo Picasso, when asked why he 
doesn’t sign many of his paintings, answered 
simply : 

“Of course not. | know who did them.” 


And so we have lived another year with its 
round of days embodying uncounted words fall- 
ing from our lips. Only a few can and will be 
remembered, like this prayer by Dr. James Kil- 
lian, President Eisenhower's Special Assistant 
for Science and Technology: 

“Infinite Spirit: Give us, we pray, the will and

Shey cass IS A NEW paperback cook book called The 
Art of French Cooking (Bantam Books, 35 cents), 
which is quite different from most cook books dealing 
with French recipes, Here you'll find, not grande cui- 
sine, but the simple vet exquisitely flavored home cook- 
ing of the French people. The author, Fernande Garvin, 
grew up in Paris, studied home economics in a convent, 
literature at the Sorbonne, won a Doctor of Laws degree 
at the University of Paris. She now lives in the U.S. 

The regional recipes of France, lovingly remembered 
from the author's childhood, are collected in her book. 
We chose Quiche (keesh) Lorraine because — though 
it's usually served as an appetizer — it makes a fine 
evening snack as a substitute for pizza. 


Quiche Lorraine 

1 9” pie crust 4 eggs, slightly beaten 

1 teaspoon butter 1 cup milk 

3 slices Canadian bacon, 1 cup heavy cream 

14” thick, diced Pinch grated nutmeg 

1 medium onion, finely chopped 14 teaspoon salt 
V2 cup grated Swiss cheese 14 teaspoon peppcr 
Line 9” pie plate with pie crust. In a small heavy sauce pan, 
heat butter. Add bacon and cook for 5 minutes, or until bacon 
is golden brown. Remove bacon and set aside. Add onion to 
pan and cook for 5 minutes. Remove onion and sct agide. 
Cover bottom of pie crust with bacon, onion and % cup grated 
cheese. In mixing bowl, combine remaining cheese, eggs, milk, 
cream, nutmeg, salt and pepper. Mix well. Pour over bacon 
mixture. Bake at 450° for 15 minutes. Reduce heat to 350° 
and continue baking for 15 minutes longer, or until custard 
is well set. Serve hot, cut in small wedges.

President Eisenhower hands Mrs. Kincheloe letter to be presented in 1972 to the man in the White House. 


by MRS. DOROTHY KINCHELOE 


I was at home in Oakland, Calif., in a tizzy with 
housework, when the telephone rang. Why does it al- 
ways ring when you are trying to do six things at once? 

I gave a quick glance ‘round to see that 21 -month- 
old Bobby wasn't crawling for the great outdoors and 
that my 3-month-old daughter was still napping peace- 
fully, and grabbed for the receiver before the bell 
might wake her up. Then I got the surprise of my life. 
“Mrs. Kincheloe?” said a faraway voice. “This is the 
White House calling. . .” 

Scarcely believing my ears, I collapsed into a chair. 
Why should the White House be calling me? I soon 
learned. A second or two later a White House secre- 
tary said, “Mrs. Kincheloe, the President would like 
to talk to you about your son’s future. I understand 
you are coming East. Could you call on the President 
next Tuesday morning at 9:30?” 

I cannot remember my stammered reply. But it 
amounted to the fact that I could accept this thrilling 
invitation —— and, of course, I did. 

But I am jumping ahead of my story. You will be 
wondering why the President of the United States 
should want to see an ordinary young housewife to 
discuss her son. 

I am the widow of Capt. Iven C. Kincheloe, Jr., 
USAF, who was killed last summer when his F-104 
Starfighter, the world’s fastest fighter, crashed at Ed- 
wards Air Force Base, Calif. He had been selected to 
fly the X-15, the almost-ready rocket plane which will 
be the first vehicle to carry man more than a hundred 
miles above the earth, and was in training for that 
supreme adventure. 

To me “Kinch” — as I always called him — was 
my beloved, gentle, patient husband and father of my 
children. But to the world of aviation he was some- 
thing else, something very special. 

He had made his name as an ace fighter pilot in 
Korea, and then gone on to become a scientist and 
advanced test pilot. He had been hand-picked for the 
X-15 assignment after making a world record high 
altitude flight of 126,200 feet, or nearly 24 miles 
straight up. And he dreamed of the day when he could 
soar higher still. 

I have heard Kinch called “a hero’s hero” — and | 
think it is a good description, not only of the man I 
loved but of those other gallant few whose goal is the 
unknown. Their job calls not for a moment of courage, 
but for cold, continuous courage where death is rarely 
more than a split-second away. 

Kinch’s death was not only a grievous blow to me — 
my littke daughter had not then been born — it also 
shocked the nation. 

Added to the many expressions of sympathy by my 
husband's Air Force friends was the one printed by 
PARADE which recommended that our son, Bobby, 
when of age, should be given a cadetship at the new 
Air Force Academy at Colorado Springs. It moved my 
heart, and it seems that it also moved the heart of that 
great and human man, Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

That is why he summoned me to the White House. 

I will not try to describe the excitement that filled 
me as I flew to Washington. If I appeared outwardly 
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Dorothy Kincheloe, widow of Air Force hero, sits with Iven Ill, 21 months, and Jeanine, 3 months, born after father’s death. 


calm, | can assure you I was inwardly quaking as | 
entered the White House, just a few minutes before 
the time set for my appointment. 

| hoped that my new pink hat and new blue wool 
outfit were the right things to wear. I wondered if | 
would lose my voice when I was introduced to the 
President. I need not, haye worried. 

Mr. Eisenhower is the most charming of men. His 
warm smile and comforting handshake put me at ease 
right away. Then followed 15 minutes I shall never 
forget so long as I live. 

The President said: “Mrs. Kincheloe, I would like 
vou to see this letter which I have just written to the 
man who will be sitting at my desk in 1972. I have 
asked him, on behalf of the nation, to consider ap- 
pointing your son to the Air Force Academy. He will 
be a big bey then, with a wonderful heritage.” Then, 
with genuine personal interest, he said, “Tell me about 
vour boy.” 

Like any proud mother, I needed no more encour- 
agement. My nervousness vanished: I told the Presi- 
dent what an independent, rambunctious youngster 
Bobby is and how much he already resembles his 
father in determination, 

Grandfather Ike — I am sure he will forgive me if 
| call him that — nodded in understanding. Then 
| told him how I had just changed Bobby's name from 
Robert Karl to Iven Carl, after his father. 

| explained that if my second child had been a boy 
it was my intention to give him his father’s name. But 
when.a little girl arrived, I did the only thing I could 
do. 

lke said: .““But you still call him Bobby?” 

“Yes,” I replied, “he'll always be Bobby to me. Iven 
is such a solemn name for a little boy.” 


Ike asked: “Do you think Bobby will want to be a>

flier?” Then he added with a sly grin: “Frankly, | 
would like to see him go to West Point. But I don't 
think the Air Force would stand for that, do you?” 

“Well, Sir,” I said, “I can’t tell him what to do now. 
He is almost two. I don’t think I'll have much better 
luck when he gets older. As I have said, he has a mind 
of his own.” 

Ike gave a deep chuckle: “I understand completely. 
My son is independent, too. When it came to choosing 
a career, I left it up to him.” 

Our talk turned to my husband. “You know, Sir,” I 
said, “Kinch was so eager to fly the X-15. He lived it 
and dreamed it. He'd already had two fittings for his 
space suit.” 

You can imagine how I glowed when the President 
answered gravely: “The nation also wishes that Kinch 
could have flown the X-15. He was a-great flier, and 
a great American.” 

I told him all I was doing to ensure that the children 
would always cherish their father’s memory. I have 
sound movies of Kinch being interyiewed, combat 
films which he took in Korea, hundreds of photo- 
graphs and, of course, his many awards and medals. 

“I have so much about Kinch,” I said, “the children 
will practically know him.” 

My private chat with the President was nearing it- 
end. But its most moving moment was still to come. 
As we shook hands, Ike said: “Will you do me a favor, 
Mrs. Kincheloe? Please keep me informed from time 
to time about your son’s progress.” 

My eyes filled with tears. At that moment I was the 
proudest mother in America. “I will, Sir,” I said.“You 


have done everything you can for Bobby. From here 


on, it is my job to raise him properly.” 
It was a gray fall day as I left the White House. But 
there was sunshine in my heart and spring in my step.

The course 
examines the end of an electric iron cord, in the is designed to teach girls to make simple repairs and 
school's “home mechanics” class for girls. She is to know when an expert should be called in. 


HESE HAZELWOOD HIGH SCHOOL GIRLS are learning to do 

those vital little household jobs —the kind that men sometimes 

put off and occasionally bungle. The girls are enrolled in an un- 
usual course called “home mechanics.” The course is an optional 
one. It is intended, Principal Clarence O. McDonald says, to help 
the girls cope with “suburban living, where the men are gone from 
the home for so much of the day.” 

In the class, which meets an hour daily throughout the school 
year, the students are taught the proper care of common tools — 
hammers, screw drivers, pliers, saws, planes. The girls also learn 
tc make simple electrical and plumbing repairs and to work with 
wood, metal and plastic. 

The course attracted only eight students when first offered 
three years ago in the school in north St. Louis county. But the 
class has an enrollment of 36 this year, out of 136 who are eligible. 
Allen A. Goodridge, in charge of the instruction, says, “We are 
not teaching them to replace the carpenter, the electrician or the 
plumber. But we do hope that through this experience the girls 
will be better equipped to deal with household problems, and at 


least be able to talk intelligently with mechanics when they must 
be called in.”

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Pre-launching check of the Atlas’ rocket 
combustion chambers is made by a techni- 
cian.

N A MOVE that caught the world by surprise, 
the United States has demonstrated impressive 
achievements in the missile race with the 

Soviet Union. To try out some radically new 
communications equipment and to further test 
a precise guidance system, an Atlas rocket cas- 
ing was put in orbit. (The Atlas is America’s first 
successful intercontinental ballistic missile.) 

Weighing more than 8500 pounds, the Atlas 
satellite was the heaviest successfully launched 
by either Russia or the United States. And, the 
Defense Department said, it was the first guided 
by a system that could make corrections after 
launching, instead of relying exclusively on a 
pre-set course. 

The big satellite carried a complex, 150- 
pound package of equipment enabling it to serve 
as a space relay station for long-range com- 
munications between points on earth. Develop- 
ment of this concept could bring revolutionary 
advances, such as sending TV programs around 
the world. Space relay stations would make for 
faster, clearer, more dependable long - range com- 
munications by overcoming fading and sstatic 
and by supplementing crowded earth -to- earth 
radio frequencies. This would have both military 
and civilian value. In a series of successful 
tests with Atlas, a recorded message from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was used, saying: “Through 
this unique means I convey to you and to all 
mankind America’s wish for peace on earth and 
good will toward men everywhere.” 

The achievements were received with elation 
in many non-Communist nations, but mainly 
with silence behind the Iron Curtain. While it 
has been widely conceded that the United States 
lags in the missile race, the Atlas satellite indi- 
cates the gap is narrowing.

N THIS COUNTRY, the tent is a fairly 
commonplace shelter. Its peak de 
velopment was the circus big top, 
its most familiar form the lowly, rain- 
dripping “pup” of GI and Boy Scout. 

But in Germany, the tent is taking 
on new life in exciting, poetic shapes 
that look as no tent has ever looked 
before. They are the designs of Frei 
Otto of Berlin, an architect still in his 
thirties who supervises their manufac- 
ture in a plant that formerly turned out 
tanks. e was brought to St. Louis 
last fall to serve as visiting professor 
at the Washington University School 
of Architecture. He recently returned 
to Berlin. 

After World War II, Otto became 
convinced that many of the new build- 
ings in Germany were neither good 
architecture nor sound investments. 
They were being financed over 100- 


. pee 


year periods, but seemed likely to be- 
come slums in less than half that 
time. 
Otto began experimenting with 
light structures, designed to serve spe- 
cific purposes for short terms, then to 
be removable to make way for new 
uses of the sites. His work with light 
structures suggested exploring new 
possibilities for tents. 

Otto’s tents are as precisely engi- 
neered as an airplane wing, and as 
graceful. Some are simply three- 
cornered sun and wind shades, others 
extend, in undulated sweeps of can- 
vas, over huge floor areas. Some 
larger models have upswept margins, 
with rain - catching interior depressions 
connected with underground drains. 
Otto has tried many materials, but 
finds ordinary cotton canvas the most 
durable and controllable.

UMAKI, an unusual Poly- 
nesian appetizer, is ideal 
for holiday parties. It is 

made of Chinese water chest- 
nuts, spring onions and chick- 
en livers rolled up in strips of 
bacon and baked or broiled. 
Miss Lynn Cochran, a St. Louis 
home economist, likes to serve 
these hearty appetizers as a 
buffet snack. 

Miss Cochran cuts green 
onions into lengths about size 
of bacon width and cuts each 
chicken liver in half. Chest- 
nuts are sliced, and bacon 
strips are also cut in half. To 
make up appetizers, each 
piece of bacon is filled with 
slice of water chestnut, half 


a liver and a length of onion. 
Bacon is wrapped around and 
fastened with toothpick. 

The appetizers are mari- 
nated for one hour in mixture 
of soya sauce, curry powder 
and ginger. Just before serv- 
ing they are placed on broiler 
rack set in broiler pan and 
baked in 400-degree oven for 
17 minutes. If broiling is pre- 
ferred, they are placed about 
four inches below heat and 
cooked seven minutes, turn- 
ing over for even browning. 
They should not be overcooked 
as the livers become hard 
and dry. 

The amounts given below 
will make 16 appetizers.
